Town Manager’s Report 


The broken record!! — L.D. 1994 — L.D. 1994. 


1975 like 1974 — Still the State is taking control of the 
local government’s affairs. 


Based on State valuation, Wells and other coastal towns 
are feeling the whip lashes of increased property taxes 
without gaining any local benefits. 


|, along with other town officials, have been working 
hard to get relief from the inequities of L.D. 1994, the so- 
called “Education Bill’’ that was supposed to have brought 
property tax relief to all Maine towns. 


Most people now realize that there was not enough 
pre-planning done before this Bill was enacted. It has al- 
ready cost Wells several hundreds of thousands of dollars 
and this year will add $352,000 more if the bill is not 
changed. 


A conscientious Legislative Committee has been con- 
ducting hearings on the Bill and has now recommended 
some compromises. They have recommended, among 
other things, that a one year moratorium be given to the 


towns that are paying into the State. We believe no town 
should ever have to pay more than the cost of its own ed- 
ucational needs, as determined by the citizens of the Town. 

We are now awaiting the action of the legislature to de- 
termine our fate. 

Our own Representative Ed Mackel is doing his utmost 
for his Town. He has the help of some other Legislators. 
We hope enough law makers see the light and reduce the 
power of the State over the affairs of local Governments. 


This year many of our people are feeling the pinch of a 
weak economy, caused in part by the energy crunch 
brought on by the oil-producing nations. Luckily, we in 
‘Wells had anormal tourist season, and hopefully, next year 
will be the same, or better. 


This year saw a continuing tremendous increase in 
building in our town. Many other towns have a morator- 
ium on building. Consequently, out-of-town developers 
are flooding us with houses because we do not have any 
restrictions. 


The worst part of this situation is the fact that, under the 
new Education and Welfare laws, most of our extra tax 
money goes to the State because it increases our State 
valuation. However, it does not relieve us of the burden of 
providing services for the new developments or busi-’ 
nesses. 


Our Planning Board with the assistance of the Conser- 
vation Committee and Flood Insurance Committee has 
been preparing a regular Zoning Ordinance, as well as the 
Flood Insurance and Shoreland Zoning ordinance which 
is required by State law. They are working with Consultant 
Bill Dickson who is well acquainted with our area. 3 


We have been able to successfully implement a sanitary 
land-fill which replaces our old dump. The DEP has com- 
mended us on a job well done. However, the Town is re- 
quired to furnish a place to dispose of septic tank waste 
for all haulers in the town. Due to soils conditions, we are 
experiencing great difficulties in satisfying State require- 
ments. Hopefully the Soil Conservation Service will assist 
us in finding a suitable location. 


All of our Committees and Boards including the Recre- 
ation and Arbor Committees and the Sanitary District and 
Fire Departments have devoted many hours of work for 
the betterment of our Town. They have had many frus- 
trations, but the satisfaction of helping a town improve 
makes up for all the work involved. 


We do have a Town to be proud of, and really all we ask 
is to be able to have ‘‘Home rule”’ and be masters of our 
own affairs. 

All Departments have my deep appreciation for their 
cooperation during the past year.

Assessors’ Report | 


The tax situation was fairly stable in 1974. Wells increase 
in rate was 36 cents. Ogunquit was less fortunate in this 
‘respect and showed a rate increase of $12.26. 


The impact of the School Equalization Bill (L.D. 1994) 
was reflected in common cost appropriations for the six 
“month period of July through December inclusive. As the 
_ bill now stands the Assessors will be required to levy a tax 
of 13.5 mils per thousand on all property in the Town at 
100% of the State’s Ratio Study valuation of $84,400,000 for 
six months, January through June. The State valuation will 
be increased to $106,000,000 on July 1, 1975. The assess- 
ment for the last six months will be 13.5 mils per thousand 
on the new valuation figure. The estimated State assess- 
ment. will be $1,285,200, which equals 71.5 mils on the 
local tax base. 


The entire assessment procedure throughout the State 
of Maine will be changed in the near future. Title 36, 
M.R.S.A., Section 303, as enacted by the Legislature in 
chapter 620, Section 10 of the Public Laws of 1973 requires 
that the State Director of Property Taxation divide the 
State into primary assessing areas on or before July 1, 1977. 
An Assessor must be certified by the State Bureau of Prop- 
erty Taxation by 1980 and all assessors will be appointed. 
It appears that 1976 will be the last year an assessor will be 
elected by the people in Wells. 


A set of minimum standards has been established by 
the Bureau of Property Taxation as the criteria for certity- 
ing municipalities to qualify as single assessing areas. 

The option of becoming a single municipality assess- 
ment district must be acted upon before April 1, 1976, 
otherwise the Bureau of Property Taxation will combine 
the municipalities into multi-municipality assessment 
districts and establish the district boundaries. 

The Town of Wells will qualify as a single assessing dis- 
trict when the mapping and revaluation programs are 
completed and in time to meet the April 1, 1976 deadline. 


The Board of Assessors recommends that the citizens of 
Wells vote to be designated as a single assessing district. 


The mapping program of the Sewall Company is well 
underway. The cooperation of property owners with the 
mapping people has been excellent. 


We now have for the first time, photos of the entire 
town and soon will have maps that delineate the boundar- 
ies of the various parcels. 


The revaluation program by Cole-Layer-Trumble has 
started and is showing good progress. The Beach areas will 
require many call-backs in the Spring, but all the proper- 
ties are being measured and recorded. 


The appraisal firm will develop schedules using local 
costs of labor and materials in order to determine the cost 
of replacement of each building in the Town. The ap- 
praiser will measure and inspect the buildings, record 
their findings and by the use of the developed cost sched- 
ules place a valuation on each that will be equitable with 
all other buildings. | 

Land value will be more difficult to determine. The 
appraisers will use a comparison approach and from a 
sales ratio study set a front footage value in the urban 
areas and a per acre value in the rural areas. 

The Board of Assessors requests the cooperation of all 
property owners in order to make a fair and equitable 
evaluation of all the real estate in our Town.

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Report of Wells School Department 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Wells: 


This is my fourth report as your Superintendent of 
Schools. The most exciting news of the year’s activity in 
the Wells School System was approval for construction of 
a new high school building. The vote of the town in Sep- 
tember 1974 to authorize the financing of the new high 
school and some minor renovations on the present cam- 
pus culminated two years of study and work by the School 
Survey Committee, Plans are presently being prepared by 
Wilbur R. Ingalls, Jr., A.I.A., under the direction of the 
School Building Committee, the group authorized and 
subsequently appointed to carry out this project. It is 
hoped that construction can begin in the late spring with 
the possibility of occupancy of the completed building in 
1977; 

In the curriculum areas we have been able to introduce 
a new reading series for the elementary grades this year. 
Two days of workshops were held in the fall with reading 
consultants to help the teachers organize the program for 
the best advantage of our children in this all-important 
area. The program materials are much more varied than 
were available in previous reading series which, we be- 
lieve, will suit the needs of all our students. The second 
year of Spanish was added at the high school for those 
students who began the study of this foreign language 
last year. It is planned to offer third year Spanish in the 
fall of 1975. The high school continued its expansion of 
the elective program in English and social studies areas. 


Two major improvements were made in the buildings 
during the year. The small auditorium in Wells Elemen- 
tary School was carpeted and new moveable divider 
furniture was purchased. This has allowed the use of this 
auditorium space for two fourth grade classes. The stage 
and the area just below the stage continue to be used by 
Title | personnel and the speech therapist with much less 
noise interference than was possible in past years. In the 
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junior high school building the gymnasium walls and ceil- 
ing were completely repainted and the floor sanded and 
refinished. Some different colors were used which im- 
proves its appearance. 

The most pressing problem with the schools at the 
moment is the new state funding law commonly called 
L.D. 1994. This law passed by the last legislature gives 
nearly complete control to the state authorities over the 
funds available to us for educational purposes. Not only is 
the law restrictive but it penalizes Wells and a small num- 
ber of other towns, mostly along the coast, by requiring 
that we pay sums into the state treasury from our property 
taxes to be used in other places in Maine. The School 
Committee, together with Mr. Littlefield, our town mana- 
ger, and the Selectmen, are currently working hard to 
have this law amended by the present legislature.

Report of the Elementary Supervisor 


To: The Superintendent of Schools and the School Com- 
mittee: 

The elementary population has remained fairly stable 
during the past school year in both schools. 

All rooms are filled and we have two fourth grades in 
the auditorium and this is the second year that we have 
had two classes in the lower level of the high school wing. 
The stage of the elementary school is used for special ser- 
vices. We have added third divisions of both the second 
and sixth grades as of September 1974. The Special Class 
is still located on the Waban property on Route 4 in San- 
ford, where it will have to stay until the new high school is 
constructed. 

This year we added another half-day of Speech Therapy 
making two full days for children in the elementary grades 
who need this service. 

We have replaced our reading series with the Ginn 360 
‘series, after using the last one for eleven years. This new 
program is published in thirteen levels instead of by 
grades. This lets the children read at a level where they 
can achieve and are not frustrated. All children were 
tested last September and placed accordingly. New stu- 
ents will be tested for placement as they enter the schools. 

We invite parents and any other interested citizens to 
visit the two elementary schools at any time, to visit in a 
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classroom or inspect the building. You will be most wel- 
come.

Report of the High School Principal 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Com- 
mittee: 


During the past year anumber of changes and improve- 
ments have been accomplished in the curriculum areas at 
the junior-senior high school. The language arts program 
continues to stress student needs, interests and self-evalu- 
ations. Generally, in this learning area, students are divid- 
ed according to their level of achievement. In the other 
curriculum areas, math, science, language and social 
studies, five levels or five learning paces are offered with 
the opportunity available to students through the guid- 
ance counselors to change levels of difficulty to meet their 
specific learning needs. For the second year a special 
reading test was administered which has been useful in 
helping students and teachers in evaluating improve- 
ments in reading skills. 


The staff is continually assessing the elective curriculum 
offerings in all areas. In the English field the offerings now 
include basic reading, fundamental English, journalism, 
creative writing, American and British literature, humor 
and satire, and filmmaking and humanities. There appears 
to be high student interest in all of these offerings. One of 
the highlights of the year involved our journalism classes 
in writing, editing and producing a book of poems which 
was printed by our graphic arts class. Over 50 copies of 
this booklet entitled Down to Earth Poems were sold. 
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Spanish as a third foreign language offering has become 
well entrenched. Next year Spanish III will be offered. 
Fifth year French is now offered to a number of students 
who completed French | while in Grades 7 and 8. 


Music continues to be popular and vocational. A num- 
ber of our graduates are now enrolled as Music majors at 
college. Our curriculum offerings in music include theory, 
voice, instrumental, guitar, piano as well as our well 
known extra-curricula glee club groups and bands. This 
past year a musical, Guys and Dolls, was presented to the 
public. 

The recommendations of a health education study 
group organized by the School Committee have been im- 
plemented. Several meetings with parents have been held 
and a parental permission form has been adopted. 

A change in the teaching of physics was accomplished 
by the adoption of the new textbooks known as the Har- 
vard Physics Projects Course. This course as well as the 
Grade 7 science offering called I.S.C.S. Program are ac- 
tivity centered and are designed to promote high student 
interest. 

During the past year, Miss Ethel Weymouth has donated 
20 books worth over $130.00 to the Library. In addition to 
the books, Miss Weymouth donates many magazines 
which are used daily by our students.

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Arbor Committee Report 


The first work done in the spring of 1974 was dormant 
spraying. Some trees were pruned and fed. 


Early in the spring 58 trees were planted. These were: 


10 Native red maples 

9 Norway maples 

12 Sugar maples 
17 Crimson king maples 
5 Schwedleri maples 

3 Pin oaks 

2 Mt. Ash trees 


There were also three replacements of trees the pre- 
vious year that failed to grow. These were replaced free of 
charge by the Tree Company. 

Unfortunately, six of the native reds we set out did not 
grow. These will be replaced this year. It was not the fault 
of the home owners that these six did not live. We learned 
later that there were losses of native red maples set out in 
other areas. It was the stock itself, not lack of care here. 


We lost one of the first trees ever set out under this pro- 
gram. It was between the Davis and Walter Hatch proper- 
ty on U.S. #1 and had several years’ growth. It was broken 
off at the base by a vehicle which left the road in an acci- 
dent. The owner of that vehicle, or his insurance company, 
should replace that tree which would be worth at least 
$50. now. 


In spite of the use of Benlate on some elms the previous 
year, we lost many more elms in 1974. For a year or two, 
we had fewer losses; but suddenly again we lost many. 
Some had been treated — some never had. It made much 
removal work, plus dead branches from some maples, 
pines and oaks that were overhanging some roads. We 
especially hated to lose some of the last beautiful elms 
along our main highway. 

The Light and Telephone companies helped the Town 
on some of the removal work. We were reimbursed $630. 

Not much stump removal work was done, but more will 
be necessary this year, due to so many trees removed. 


af 


In the future, we hope to set out more trees each year, 
to continue trying to replace some we’ve lost by disease. 

If home owners want trees this spring, please contact 
Mrs. Eleanor Litchfield before April 1st, as trees are usual- 
ly set out that month. We have a list of people who called 
too late last year to get trees. 

The homeowner must promise to water and care for the 
trees and not move nor cut them. The Town crew sets out 
the trees and they are given fertilizer the first few years at 
no cost to the home owner. 

This work must be done in early spring in two or three 
days, so requests must come in by April 1st. 

People who called late last year are asked to call again 
this year to be sure our lists are complete. This is to double- 
check. We hope no one will be disappointed again.

Report of the Wells Home Health Agency 


The Wells Home Health Agency was surveyed in Sep- 
tember and recertified to participate under the Medicare 
program for another year. 

An Ad Hoc Committee comprised of representatives 
from each home health agency in York County are still 
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studying the feasibility of merging to forma larger agency. 
Several sub-committees have been formed to work on 
details involved in such a move. Wells voted in November 
to continue to participate in discussions and to work with 
the group but no definite decision has been reached. 


964 home visits were made in 1974. 908 of these for nur- 
sing care, health supervision and physical therapy. All of 
these under medical supervision. Other visits were made 
for social problems and health promotion, follow-up of 
vision and hearing problems, communicable disease con- 
trol, etc. 


Well Baby Clinics were held monthly in the nurse’s of- 
fice with an average attendance of 14 infants and pre- 
school children. 


A total of 391 physical examinations were given in the 
school by local physicians during the fiscal year 1974. 162 
of these were given to students in grades 1, 4, 7, and 9 with 
parental permission. 229 were given to students who were 
participating in athletic activities. Any participant in sports 
is required to have a physical at least once during the 
school year. Parents are notified if any abnormality is 
found. 

Immunization clinics were held in the schools during 
April and May. 13 doses of Diphtheria, pertussis and tetan- 
us (DPT), 40 doses of diptheria and tetanus (DT), and 82 
doses of oral polio vaccine were given as requested by the 
parents. 

T.B. tests were offered to school personnel in January. 
Anyone working in the school is required to have either a 
TB test or a chest x-ray every two years. 


Vision screening was done in Kindergarten grades by 
Dr. Upton, Optometrist. Many thanks to Dr. Upton for 
this valuable service. The screening of vision and hearing 
in other grades was done by trained volunteers. One of 
the nurses re-tested any student with questionable results. 
Grades Kindergarten through 3 are tested annually, then 
every other grade through 11. Also new enterers and any- 
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one with a known problem in the in-between grades are 
tested as recommended by the state. Parents were notified 
if a referral to a physician was indicated. 


Free urine tests were done in the nurse’s office during 
diabetic week in November for school personnel, students 
or parents who wished to take advantage of this service. 

A flu clinic, sponsored by the Wells-Ogunquit Health 
Association, was held in October for senior citizens and 
school personnel, who are considered the higher risk 
group. Donations were accepted to cover the cost of the 
vaccine. 

A dental clinic, sponsored by The Wells-Ogunquit 
Health Association, was continued again last year. Com- 
plete dental care including cleaning and fluoride treat- 
ments was administered to 46 children during the 73-74 
school year. The dental clinic is in progress now for the 
74-75 school year. 


The Wells-Ogunquit Health Association maintains a 
loan closet of sick-room equipment available to the citi- 
zens of Wells and Ogunquit. For further information call 
646-2771 or 646-2510. 

21 educational meetings and workshops were attended 
by one or all of our staff during 1974. This is important to 
keep us ‘‘up to date.’ It has been necessary to attend 
many committee meetings as well.

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Report of the Wells Information Bureau 


The Wells Information Bureau, which acts as an infor- 
mation service for both residents and visitors of Wells, 
serves as a general clearing house for questions of all 
kinds, and as a center for the distribution of literature, 
pamphlets, brochures and maps of interest. 


During 1974 the Bureau was open 79 days, including 
weekends beginning in late May. On June 26 the booth 
began full summer hours of 9a.m. to 8p.m. daily. The total 
inquiries for the 1974 season included 8,748 visitors, and 
1,541 telephone requests. This compares favorably with 
the statistics for 1973, which were 7,773 inquiries and 
1,106 phone calls. 

The Bureau was staffed again this year by Richard Ronco 
and Roland Dufort, Jr., whose duty it is to come up with the 
answers to such questions as: where can | find a replace- 
ment part for my trailer? What is the weather report? 
Where is Route 1A? When is high tide? What is there to 
do? The men also participated in a weekly gasoline avail- 
ability survey, which was sponsored through and publi- 
cized by AAA, with the intention of informing a wary 
public about local gasoline supplies. 


Any person, business or organization is welcome to 
represent their enterprise or activity which might be of 
interest to the public by submitting brochures or posters 
to the Bureau personnel. The information is displayed in 
the appropriate section of the booth. The Bureau parti- 
cipates in a thorough exchange of literature throughout 
Maine and Canada, and attempts to anticipate the re- 
quests of the public in stocking literature in the Wells In- 
formation Bureau. 


| have visited other information bureaus throughout the 
state, and have found that ours is very fully equipped with 
brochures, posters, notices and cards in comparison, des- 
pite our own building’s relatively minimal space and size. 
With the coming move to the annex of the Eldridge Rd. 
Schoolhouse as approved by the Selectmen, ‘our facilities

Thirteen (13) burning permits were issued. 


Woods fires in the area seemed to be our biggest prob- 
lem during the summer months. The dryness and fires of 
suspicious origin kept all area firemen pretty busy. A 
house fire in Kennebunk that we were called to render 
assistance on proved the value of two Scott Air Packs that 
our Women’s Auxiliary purchased for us this year. Two 
years ago the Auxiliary furnished the firemen with OSHA 
approved firemen’s helmets that have also been well 
appreciated.

A new tank was installed on our tank truck at a cost of

Report of the Wells Beach Hose Company 


During the year 1974, the Wells Beach Hose Company 
answered 442 emergency alarms, of which 342 were am- 
bulance calls, 76 were fire calls, and 24 were miscellaneous 
calls. Over 600 permits for outdoor burning were issued. 


Because of the increasingly complex nature of emer- 
gency medical and fire services, an intensive training pro- 
gram was begun during the year. The program emphasiz- 
ed specialized training and included a mock disaster for 
ambulance training, emergency medical technician (para- 
medic) training, fire tactics school, pump school, and 
Scott Air Pack training. An internal training and drill pro- 
gram will be conducted on a weekly basis during 1975.

Community services included a Christmas party for the 
children of the town, and distribution of Christmas gifts in 
cooperation with the town nurse.

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Food Stamp Program

Report of the Wells Sanitary District 


The proposed project for the collection and treatment 
of sanitary wastes in the Town of Wells has experienced 
many setbacks in the past five years. 

The entire project was started at a time when the impact 
of the environmental protection movement was new to all 
agencies and we were required to alter and change our 
plans and specifications many times in order to comply 
with the changing regulations. As a matter of fact, our 


65 


basic application for approval by the State Department of 
Environmental Protection and the Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency has been re-submitted four times due 
to the changes in format and additional requirements. 


In 1971, the final plans carried a complete project cost 
of $5,520,000.00; of which $3,770,000.00 was expected to 
be financed by State and Federal contributions, leaving 
$1,750,000.00 to be raised locally. 

The District was required, in 1972, to go to an ocean out- 
fall instead of discharging into Stevens Brook and the 
Ogunquit River. That action added an estimated $1,000,000 
to the project cost. The time lag in bringing the project to 
the construction stage has allowed inflation to increase 
the cost of the entire project to $12,885,000.00. 


The FY75 projects allotment has set aside for the Wells 
Sanitary District, based on an eligible cost of $4,920,000.00, 
a total of $4,423,000.00. (E.P.A. share $3,690,000.00 and 
D.E.P. $738,000.00) This allotment will only accomplish 
Phase | of the project which will include Wells and Moody 
Beach areas, the Treatment Plant and the ocean outfall. 
Estimated cost of Phase | is now set at $6,636,000.00 of 
which $2,013,000.00 must be financed by the District. 

The Trustees of the Sanitary District realize that this 
report is not as pleasant and appealing as previously pre- 
sented but we do believe that the entire project has be- 
come a victim of the times. It is now mandatory that the 
project continue in order to comply with the State and 
Federal Water Pollution Control Acts. 

The Board of Trustees expects final approval of the sub- 
mitted plans and specifications in the near future.

This Quasi-Municipal Corporation, chartered by the 
State Legislature April 9, 1921, supplies the Towns of 
Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, Wells-Ogunquit Village, 
Biddeford Pool and small portions of York and Arundel. 
The affairs of the District are managed by a Board of Trus- 
tees composed of three members, one each chosen by 
Town Election from Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, and 
Wells with three year staggered terms. 


During 1974 the District completed a long range study 
of increased water service demands and how best to meet 
these increasing requirements. The first step of this long 
range program was the installation of 8,300 feet of 16” 
main in Route 1 from Laudholm Farm Road to Wells 
Corner. 

The continuation of the District’s service improvement 
plans for 1975 are currently being reassessed as a result of 
the general economic picture and the current delay in a 
rate increase requested last year by the District. Even 
though the District as a regulated public utility under the 
jurisdiction of the State Public Utilities Commission is 
charged with the responsibility of serving both current 
and future customers, there is no doubt that the dual im- 
pact of rampant inflation and a delayed rate increase will 
have a serious effect on the quality of present and future 
service. 

In addition to the likely delay of expenditures for main- 
taining present levels of service, the District is confronted 
with the requirements of the Federal Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency and the State Department of Environ- 
mental Protection that an alum sludge removal process be 
Operating at the Branch Brook Pumping Station by Feb- 
ruary, 1976. The estimated cost of this project is in excess 
of $200,000. This requirement further adds to the already 
serious financial problems of the District. 


The impact of inflation, delayed rate increases, and 
mandated expenditures imposes a very serious burden on 
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the District’s customers to continue to increase conser- 
vation of water use as the only alternative. 

Copies of the Annual Report covering the operations of 
the District for the preceding year are distributed to the 
respective municipal offices by April 1st of each year.

The Planning Board has had a busy year. It has held 33 
regular meetings and has held joint meetings with the 
Board of Selectmen and the Conservation Commission. 


Up to October 1st, when the Code Enforcement Officer 
took over, the Board had issued 34 power permits and 18 
water permits. 


The Board also approved 12 subdivision plans, which 
represent 119 new homes, in just the subdivisions alone. 
The Board also reviewed the Standards for. Land Sub- 
divisions and had them made up into printed forms. 


Upon advise of the Town Counsel, the Comprehensive 
Plan was updated with the help of the Southern Maine 
Regional Planning Commission consultants and of William 
Dickson of William Dickson Associates, Inc. 


The Maine Municipal Association sponsored a training 
course for Planning Boards. Five two-hour sessions were 
held in the Wells Town Hall. Mrs. Stackhouse, our secre- 
tary, and two of the Board members attended all five 
meetings. 


The Planning Board for 1974 has been made up of the 
following members: Sumner Gordon, Carl Goodwin, 
Millard Adams, Harold Hamlyn, Vander Forbes Jr., Mar- 
_ shall Boston and John Crosby. The members have given 


generously of their time to the duties of the Planning 
Board. 

At present, the Board is working on Shore Land Zoning 
and Zoning in general.

To be sure, our Town is becoming crowded, but it is up 
to us to pass regulations so that our children can have a 
pleasant life here for many years to come. 


This year our assessors will complete the revaluation 
started in 1975. Our new High School will be nearing com- 
pletion before the year is ended. Our Highway Depart- 
ment has been busy replacing several unsafe bridges and 
has another to do this year on the Tatnic Road. 

Boat owners will have to be inconvenienced for one 
more year, we are told by the Army Engineers, before 
dredging can be done. The Engineers will not be able to 
end their studies until the fall of 1976. They have decided 
that it would be useless to take any corrective measures 
until the problem has been thoroughly understood. 


Our Congressman David Emery has offered to help us 
in our efforts to improve the Harbor for all our boat en- 
thusiasts. Wells Harbor has offered much enjoyment for 
bird watchers, sun-baskers, fishermen and boaters, both 
young and old, as well as people who enjoy a good sea- 
food dinner. It is one of the truly great family attractions 
that Wells offers our many Tourists. 

The Selectmen and all the Departments of the town 
have tried to provide the best services possible at the least 
cost. Our new Bicentennial Committee has devoted many 


hours of hard work to raising funds for the restoration of 
the Number 9 School on Route 9. Restoring one of our old 
schoolhouses to much as it was in earlier years will serve as 
3 real monument to remind us of our heritage and instruct 
us in the ways of our forefathers. 

Another new committee that has been very active Is our 
Personnel Board. At long last a wage schedule has been 
completed. Much time was spent gathering data from 
many sources to make the finished product. 

We realize the demand for services is increasing dras- 
tically as our Town grows and it becomes necessary that 
we receive the most for every dollar spent. 

In spite of the fact that the State extracts a back-breaking 
toll from us for Education we have managed to hold down 
taxes by trying to buy prudently and invest our tax dollars 
wisely so that interest money can be applied to this year’s 
tax commitment to curb the tax rate.

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Assessors’ Report 


The James W. Sewall Company completed the tax map- 
ping of the Town of Wells and the Ogunquit Village Cor- 
poration in September. The company personnel ac- 
complished their task remarkably well in spite of the lack 
of information available in some of the out lying areas. 
The maps are available for inspection in the Assessors’ Of- 
fice, and all property owners are invited to check out their 
property lines. It will take a period of time and the co- 
operation of property owners to verify some of the land 
parcels. 

The revaluation program being conducted by the ap- 
praisal firm of Cole-Layer-Trumble will be completed 
some time in January 1976. The present schedule is to have 
notices of the new valuation figures sent to the property 
owners in late February or early March and be ready by 
early May to have Cole-Layer-Trumble conduct the 
revaluation hearings with interested property owners. 

The Board of Assessors would like to issue a word of 
caution to all property owners on their new valuation 
figures. All real property, land and buildings will be set at 
full market value. It is presently estimated that the tax rate 
will be about 15 mils. It will be necessary to multiply the 
valuation figure by .015 to determine if your tax dollars 
will be more or less than the amount paid in 1975. 

A fair and equitable tax base for all property owners is 
the goal of the Board of Assessors.

We have had many requests for copies from around the 
country and | am certain our Manager, Bob Littlefield, 


who compiles the report, is as pleased with the reward as 
we all are. : 


At our Conference, we had our usual busy schedule of 
workshops and discussion groups and much is learned 
from these meetings. On our “afternoon off” we were 
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taken to the Air Force Academy and its fantastically beau- 
tiful Cathedral of all Faiths. 


On the ground floor were the Catholic Chapel and Jew- 
ish Religious Center. The Catholic Chapel had many hand- 
worked kneeling cushions made by wives of the service 
men; while the Jewish Center had a beautiful stone floor 
contributed by members of the Israeli army. On the main 
floor was the Protestant Chapel with its famous colored 
glass and aluminum spires high into the sky. 


The Academy is set on a level plateau with the high 
mountain ranges providing an immediate backdrop that 
you feel you can almost touch. These young airmen have 
a tremendous environment to work, study and play in. 


Emphasis this year was on increasing the professional- 
ism of Municipal Clerks, and once again the State was 
represented by Mrs. Rosemary Skanes of Skowhegan, past 
president of the Maine Town & City Clerks; Mrs. Barbara 
Lord, of Old Orchard Beach, president of the Maine 
Association; and myself, vice president of the New Eng- 
land Association of City & Town Clerks.

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Report of Wells School Department 


To the School Committee and Citizens of the Town of 
Wells: 


This is my fifth report as your Superintendent of 
Schools. The most interesting and challenging part of this 
report relates to the new high school building currently 
under construction. The anticipated opening in January of 
1977 of this new facility will bring about a significant 
restructuring of the school system during the next year as 
preparations are made for its opening. A report of the 
School Building Committee with more details of the 
school will be found in another section of this report. 

As will be noted in the enrollment table following, the 
town’s schools increased by 132 pupils in the past year. 
This was probably the largest increase ever experienced in 
enrollments in this history of the town. Presently every 
available space is utilized within the present school 
buildings, and it is hoped that next year’s increase can be 
contained without additional crowding. At any rate, when 
the new school opens there should be sufficient room for 
all grades and for some special services not presently 
available. 

This year with the uncertainties of L.D. 1994 and its 
amended version L.D. 1452, the financial support of the 
schools has been somewhat precarious. When the an- 
nouncement was made that some obligations of the State 
would be pro-rated because the legislature failed to ap- 
propriate sufficient funds, there was concern that all funds 
would be pro-rated. Subsequently, many items needed 
for the schools were not purchased. At this writing it 
appears that the first six months of 1976 will allow for 
many postponed items to be included so that all areas of 
the curriculum and activities of the schools can function 
at their highest fruitful levels. The special session of the 
legislature, which will meet during January and February, 
will make some changes in the State’s educational funding 
law, but it is not likely that the basic philosophy of this law 
will be changed. 
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The space problems within the schools have not provid- 
ed opportunities for curriculum expansion or review this 
past year. A committee of teachers has completed a study, 
and as a result, a new math series will soon be im- 
plemented in the elementary grades. This service will 
provide a balance between the computational math we of 
the older generation drilled on so much and some new 
approaches to understanding math and its broad applica- 
tion in the scientific-based world of today. A study group 
has selected new music textbooks replacing some over fif- 
teen years old. It is anticipated that these books will be in 
use this spring. | 

At the high school level considerable interest has 
developed in the journalism field which leads to the 
sharpening of writing skills. Several issues of the Wells 
Street Journal have been printed commercially 
demonstrating a developing expertice among the 
students.

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Report of the High School Principal 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Com- 


’ mittee: 


Since the adoption of semester (interest-based) courses 
in English, we are pleased with the increased enrollment 
but are concerned about suitable exposure to the total 
discipline; consequently, we now administer each year to 
all pupils the Cooperative English Test which serves as a 
guideline to our staff in determining student needs. Dur- 
ing this year an increase of 70 pupils in Grades 7-12, and an 
already heavy teaching load among our existing English 
teachers, brought about a need for an additional English 
instructor, who began work late in the year. With the in- 
creased emphasis in English our drama productions this 
year included The Great Sebastians and The Lottery; in ad- 
dition, plans have been initiated for the musical, Annie 
Get Your Gun. Just as productive is our subject offering, 
Yearbook. Recent publications of Abenaki have been well 
planned, original, and refreshing, an overall credit to the 
teacher and the students. 

Spanish IIl and Advanced Journalism added this year are 
greater in-depth studies. Wrestling, an extracurricular 
offering, is now one of our interscholastic sports. 

The late Chief Carter was particularly helpful to our staff 
and students. During this year Chief Carter and his co- 
workers visited some of our classes, showed and discussed 
traffic safety films. They also organized and conducted a 
rifle club during the spring and summer months. 

Our girls’ varsity basketball team participated in the first 
girls’ state tournament; the varsity baseball team ended 
the season in a tie for first place in SYSSA; both the cross- 
country and field hockey teams won the SYSSA cham- 
pionship; with the cross-country team finishing second in 
the state. The school sponsored and won its own Christ- 
mas tournament in basketball. For other activities the 
school conducted its first float parade combined with a 
homecoming celebration, organized its First Red Cross 
blood bank, and raised substantial money for cancer and 
heart funds via dance-a-thon and bike-a-thons. 


We received an extension of accreditation for five years 
from the New England Association of Schools and 
Colleges as well as from the State Department of Educa- 
tion. 

Our foreign exchange program was the most active of 
any year yet: three Wells students spent six months in El 
Salvador and Mexico, and four students from South 
American and Mexico attended Wells High during the 
year. 

We give special thanks to Miss Ethel Weymouth for her 
continued support in our school library, to Mr. and Mrs. 
Jack Bevin for their contribution of a kiln for our art 
classes, and to the many individuals and organizations 
who have contributed thousands of dollars and man hours 
toward our scholarship and field experience programs. 

We thank the Superintendent of Schools and the School 
Committee for their continued support and insightful un- 
derstanding of our educational organization.

The elementary population has been rising steadily this 
year. There have been 83 entries at this level and about 25 
transfers out. The Ogunquit School stays fairly steady but 
the Wells Elementary population is growing from the new 
housing developments in this end of town. 

Several new teachers were hired as replacements at the 
elementary level in both schools this year and they are all 
proving to be excellent choices. They are very competent

This 
has proved to be a valuable tool for the teaching of 
reading. 

We were extremely pleased at the large turnout of 
parents at the Open House at both schools during 
American Education Week. We hope that parents will visit 
the classrooms all during the school year and make ap- 
pointments for conferences with teachers about the work 
of their children at any time they feel it necessary.

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Report of the Wells Home Health Agency 


As of January 1, 1976 the Wells Home Health Agency is 
a part of a larger agency known as York County Health 
Services, Inc. Wells has joined with the towns of Sanford, 
Biddeford, Saco and Old Orchard to form this larger 
agency. It is governed by a Board of Directors made up of 
members with representation from each town. The 
members who are serving on the Board from Wells are 
Evelyn Johnson, Helen Colby, Richard Rouleau and 
Charles O'Connell. 

Mrs. Shirley Ouprie of York is the Executive Director. 
Mrs. Ouprie was formerly Executive Director of the 
Portsmouth Community Health Services, Inc. The central 
office is located in Saco but we will retain our local offices 
in each town. 

York County Health Services, Inc. will eventually offer 
more comprehensive health services to our community. 
We hope to improve, expand and coordinate home 
health care in other communities in York County as well 
as our Own. 

Barbara Simpson and Margaret Grant are still working in 
the Wells-Ogunquit area and may be contacted by calling 
646-2771 Monday through Friday. 

1,118 home visits were made in 1975. 1,067 of these for 
nursing care, health supervision and physical therapy. 
Other visits were made for social problems, health 
promotion etc. 

The Well Baby Clinic which was sponsored by the 
Wells-Ogunquit Health Association were held monthly 
with an average attendance of 13 infants and preschool 
children. Physical examinations and immunizations were 
offered at these clinics. 

A total of 355 physical exams were given in the school 
by local physicians during the fiscal year 1975. These in- 
clude the physicals required for students participating in 
athletic activities. 

Immunization clinics were held in the schools during 
May, 1975. 23 doses of diphtheria, pertussis and tetanus, 37 
doses of diphtheria and tetanus, and 75 doses of oral polio 
were given at parental request. 
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T.B. Tests were offered to the school personnel in 
December. All school personnel are required to have 
either a T.B. Test or a chest X-ray every two years. 

Vision screening was done in the Kindergarten grades 
by Dr. Upton, optometrist, of Ogunquit. This is a valuable 
service as some vision problems can be corrected if dis- 
covered early enough whereas if the child is older it may 
be too late. Screening of vision and hearing in other 
grades was done by trained volunteers or nurses. Parents 
were notified if a problem was suspected. 

A flu clinic sponsored by the Wells-Ogunquit Health 
‘Association was well attended on November 5, 1975 by 
senior citizens and school personnel. 

Blood pressure clinics were started in May and have 
been held monthly excluding July and August with an 
average attendance of 32. About 20% were referred to 
their own physician for further evaluation. Many have 
been found to have a problem and are now under a 
physician’s care. Anyone over 18 years of age is welcome 
to attend these clinics. 

A dental clinic sponsored by the Wells-Ogunquit 
Health Association was held during the 1974-75 school 
year. Complete dental care was administered to 40 
students in grades 3, 4, 5, and 6. 

The Wells-Ogunquit Health Association still have their 
loan closet of sick room equipment. This includes hospital 
beds, wheelchairs, commodes, walkers and crutches. For 
information call 646-2771 or 646-2327. 

Our staff attended as many educational meetings and 
workshops as time would allow. Many committee 
meetings were attended in relation to the merger of agen- 
cies.

Report of the Lifeguards 


This is the first report from this department. The follow- 
ine is a summary of the last four years. 


There are ten lifeguards employed and one head guard 
or supervisor. This is an increase of three guards in the last 
four years, which reflects a demand for increased pro- 
tection and coverage. The areas involved are the main 
beach at Wells where five guard stations are located, and 
Drakes Island where there are two from which the guards 
deploy. 
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The position of lifeguard is open to men ang wore 
who qualify and four women have been employed in the 
past. 

The purchase of nine large surfboards suitable for res- 
cue was made to replace cumbersome and unsafe boards, 
and the addition of eight new “Poly” torpedo buoys up- 
dates the equipment. This equipment Is adequate at the 
present time. . . 

The premise to which each guard is dedicated is to the 
prevention of the necessity of a swimming rescue. All 
guards are well-trained, and prepared in lifeguarding and 
lifesaving techniques. However, our main object is to be 
alert to probable dangers and to prevent these from devel- 
oping. To this aim we hope to provide another “‘safe 
summer to all who use the facilities at Wells and Drakes 
Island.

During 1975 100 New Construction permits were issued, 
with a total estimated building cost of $2,300,500. There 
were 62 permits issued for additions or remodeling, with 
an estimated total cost of $270,861.

Note 1 - Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation organized under 
the Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of constructing and opera- 
ting a system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells, 
excepting the Village of Ogunquit, A certificate of organization was issued 
to the District in December, 1970 by the Maine Environmental Improvement Com- 
mission. It is managed by five trustees elected for staggered three-year terms 
by the voters of the District. The trustees have initiated a water pollution 
abatement program including an ocean outfall which is expected to cost about 
$13,000,000. It is possible to obtain a large portion of this amount in 
federal and state contributions. At December 31, 1975, a consulting engineer- 
ing firm was engaged in development work. Land for a plant site was acquired 
in 1973. 


Note 2 - Accounting Policies 


Following is a summary of the significant accounting policies of the District: 


Assets and liabilities and costs are recognized on the accrual 
basis of accounting. 


Amounts paid to the consulting engineering firm are included as 
part of the cost of development and construction of the physical 
plant and facilities. 


All administrative expenses and interest expense on loans during 
the period of development and construction (less income earned 
on unexpended construction funds) are considered to be an asset 
in the nature of organization costs. 


Note 3 - Notes Payable 


At December 31, 1975, there was an unsecured note payable to the Northeast 
Bank of Sanford for $250,000 due on April 11, 1976 at 6.25% interest. 


During 1975, the District received a non-interest bearing loan of $181,650 
from the State of Maine general bond funds through the Department of Environ- 
mental Protection (DEP). Repayment of the loan will be made at a future time 
which will be specified by the DEP. 
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Report of the Wells Sanitary District 


The Board of Trustees has to report that, again in 1975, 
no construction of its proposed collection system or 
treatment facilities could be initiated. This does not indi- 
cate, however, that a lot of hard work has not been done 
to bring the system into being. 

Subsequent to public hearings, special reports and anal- 
ysis, additional surveys, acquisitions of permits and li- 
censes, and preparation of all of the seemingly endless 
array of prerequisites a revised application from the State 
and Federal construction grants was again submitted to 
the State at midyear. This immediately gave rise to insist- 
ence for additional technical considerations, not normally 
a part of usual application procedures, which was to sub- 
divide the proposed construction contracts. Completion 
of this step has been done and the project, after being 
sent to Augusta, is now in Boston being reviewed by the 
E.P.A. 

The cost of the project in the last two years has increased 
from $12,886,000.00 based on our engineer's estimate to 
$16,090,000.00 and at this time the Trustees are working to 
see if this figure can be realistically applied to Wells and 
keep a users cost that people can afford. 


To the best of our knowledge the treatment plant and 
pumping stations are not affected by the flood plains. The 
pumping stations are exempt because they are below 
ground and uninsurable and the treatment plant is above 
the ten foot mean sea level which is used for your one 
hundred year floods. 

At this time we received a 1.6 million dollar grant from 
F.H.A. and are waiting until the middle of April to find out 
if our 4 million dollar, five percent, loan will be accepted. 
If the F.H.A. loan is not available, the Trustees will have to 
go to the municipal bond bank for financing, which would 
mean a higher interest rate, which also we are not sure the 
district could afford at this time. 

We will also have to seek an additional increase in the 
grant money from E.P.A. to keep up with the present 
inflation or cut a substantial amount of the project. 
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At this time | would like to take the opportunity to 
thank the Trustees for the many long hours that they have 
spent on the project, our Chairman, Al Parent, who had to 
resign in November as he would not be in Maine this 
winter, and the people of the Town of Wells for being so 
patient, and | hope that seven years of hard work will 
become a reality this spring or next fall.

Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, and Wells Water District 
1975 Trustees Report 


This Quasi-Municipal Corporation, chartered by the 
State Legislature April 9, 1921, supplies the Towns of 
Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, Wells-Ogunquit Village, 
Biddeford Pool and small portions of York and Arundel. 
The affairs of the District are managed by a Board of 
Trustees composed of three members, one each chosen 
by Town Election from Kennebunk, Kennebunkport and 
Wells with three year staggered terms. 

In February, the District was finally granted a 23% rate 
increase based upon the District operations for 1973. This 
increase barely balanced the ravages of inflation over the 
previous five years. Increased operating costs, or major 
capital improvements will certainly force the Trustees to 
consider additional rate adjustments in the future. 

With the state of the economy being what it was during 
1975, a number of cost saving policies and procedures 
were adopted in an attempt to hold down operational 
costs without impairing service to any great degree. In 
conjunction with the long range program to meet in- 
creasing water service demands, the District cleaned a 
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large diameter main but did not commence any major 
capital improvements during the year. This will only be a 
temporary postponement for the demand for water ser- 
vice continues to increase. : 

Looking ahead to 1976, the District is still faced with the 
installation of an alum sludge removal process at the 
Branch Brook Treatment Plant at an estimated cost in ex- 
cess of $300,000. This project has been delayed temporari- 
ly, but is required by the Federal Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency and the State Department of Environmental 
Protection. The District has attempted to delay further the 
construction of these facilities, but seemingly without 
success. Faced with inflation, demand growth, and the 
above described mandatory expenditure, the District 
urges its customers to be frugal in their use of the water. 

Copies of the Annual Report with details of the 
District’s operation will be distributed to the various Town 
Halls in April. 

The District’s reason for being is to serve and this has 
been accomplished through the efforts of its personnel 
and the cooperation received from area plumbers, 
suppliers, contractors, municipal officials, and you the 
customer.

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Report of the Wells Information Bureau 


The Wells Information Bureau serves as the community 
distribution center for literature, pamphlets, an- 
nouncements, schedules and maps of interest seven days 
a week throughout the summer season. The information 
service is designed to provide both residents and visitors 
of Wells with up-to-date information resources of the 
widest possible scope. 

1975 was the first season in our new location at the 
Eldredge Corner Schoolhouse, just off Route 1 on 
Eldredge Road. We served 8,630 visitors to the booth from 
late June through Labor Day. This is 98% of the previous 
year’s figure, and is encouraging, given the new location. 
1,090 telephone inquiries were also handled during the 
1975 season. New and more efficient signs are planned for 
the coming year. With this improved use of publicity on 
our location, we hope to exceed all previous figures in 
visitors served. 

The move to the new location brought considerable im- 
provements to both facilities and services. Restoration of 
the schoolhouse building included exposing a walled-in 
chimney and bringing back some of the character of the 
former schoolhouse. Fresh paint and hard work were only 
the beginning. Dozens of townspeople cooperated on the 
project with loans of a woodstove and an oak desk, 
patching of loose-paned windows and holes in the ceiling, 
and building of counters, bulletin boards and display 
areas. Sincere thanks goes to the members of the Wells 
Chamber of Commerce and the community who donated 
their time, ideas and energy to the effort of readying the 
new facilities for their first season in 1975. Special thanks 
are due to the Lois Erskine Family, Goodwin’s Wayside 
Furniture, and Arundel Signs for their cooperation in the 
erection of direction signs for the booth, and to the Wells- 
Ogunquit Lions Club for their cooperation in sharing 
facilities at the Eldredge Corner Schoolhouse. 

The Bureau was staffed again this year by Richard Ronco 
and Roland Dufort, Jr., whose duty it is to answer 
questions, provide information, and welcome the public. 
Any person, business or organization is welcome to repre- 
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sent their enterprise or activity which might be of interest 
to the public by submitting brochures or posters to the 
Bureau personnel. The information is displayed in the ap- 
propriate section of the booth. The Bureau participates in 
a thorough exchange of literature throughout Maine and 
Canada, and attempts to anticipate the requests of the 
public in stocking literature in the Wells Information 
Bureau.

We have been fortunate in regard to the number of 
employees needed to perform different jobs, but in the 
future, with the Town growing in every sector, we can 
only hope that services will not be demanded as rapidly. 

The Firemens’ Maine State Retirement program should 
be considered this year as suggested in Article 26 of our 
by-laws. This retirement plan is available only to police- 
men (they have the program) and firemen. 

This is the first year that the passing of the special pro- 
vision for public safety personnel by the Congress affects 
the Town of Wells. Each month 8 hours of overtime is paid 
to each station. Next year it will be 16 hours per station. 
The hours that safety personnel can work over and not get 
paid time and one half is dropping, demanding a fourth 
man to eliminate the overtime in the future. 

The Town is paying $1,500.00 a year for a Building In- 
spector (Code Enforcement Officer) and $5,200.00 per 
year for a part time Plumbing Inspector. Many towns have 
a full time Code Enforcement Officer who does both | 
building and plumbing inspection. In the future, with the 
way our Town is growing, a full time C.E.O. should be 
considered. 


Personal records of all Town employees are now in the 
Personnel Board files, made out by their department 
head, and approved by each employee. All employees 
shall be evaluated at least once a year by their immediate 
supervisor for full time permanent personnel. 

Even though our year has been a full one, we have only 
begun. In the future we will be coming before you, the 
people, for your consideration and support on different 
actions needed to guide our Town.

| would like to make a brief report to the townspeople 
on the activities of Wells Public Library, Inc. 

As most of you know, the vote to raise funds to con- 
struct a library for Wells was rescinded by a vote of the 
people in March of 1975. This was a disappointment to 
us, yet in a way understandable when considering the 
employment and economic conditions which prevailed 
at the time. 

Our hopes for a library in Wells have not been dim- 
inished and we are investigating every avenue where 
funds may be available. 

A progress report up to now includes procurement of 
the land, installation of adequate drainage, arrangements 
for systematic removal of the timber, and completion of 
architectural drawings to the point where they are ready 
to be put out for bids.

Summary Of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accompanying financial statements are presented on an 
accrual basis except, consistent with practice of prior 
years, unpaid bills at December 31, 1975 were not charged 


to the operations of the Town for the year.

In 1975, coincident with the change in Maine law which in- 


troduced monthly staggered vehicle registration, all excise 
taxes collected were recorded as revenue. In prior years, 
excise taxes collected were recorded as revenues in the 
calendar year in which the registrations were effective. 


Uniform Tax For School Purposes 


In 1974, the Town of Wells was assessed $30,387 under the 
provision of Title 20 and Title 36 of the Uniform Tax For 
School Purposes. The Town has raised the issue of the 
constitutionality of this assessment pursuant to Chapter 
556 of the Public Laws of 1973 as amended. In 1975, the 
State of Maine reduced the 1974 assessment by $9,403 and 
inadvertantly paid this amount to the Town. Accordingly 
$9,403 of the total escrow funds of $30,387 belongs to 
the State of Maine, leaving $20,984 in escrow pending the 
outcome of litigation. The Uniform Tax For School Purposes 
assessed to the Town in 1975 has been fully paid. 


Contingent Liabilities 


The Town is contingently liable on a suit for $23,287 now 
pending in York County Superior Court, the final settle- 
ment of which is indeterminate at this time. 
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AUDITORS' COMMENTS 


The accompanying auditors’ comments and related 
information presented on pages 11 to 15 are not 
necessary for a fair presentation of the finan- 
cial statements, but are presented as additional 
analytical data. This information has been sub-— 
jected to the tests and other auditing procedures 
applied in the examination of the financial state- 
ments mentioned above and, in our opinion, is 
fairly stated in all material respects in relation 
to the financial statements taken as a whole. 
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The following comments relate to the accompanying 
financial statements and to the scope of our examination:

REPORT OF THE ARBOR COMMITTEE 


In 1976 we added more than 80 trees throughout the town. Many 
can be seen along Route 1 and other main roads where mighty elms 
once stood. 


Plantings were made at Ocean View Cemetery and the Old School 
House on the North Berwick Road commemorating the Bicentennial. 


There were Norway Maples, Native Reds, Crimson Kings, Sugar 
Maples, Schwedlieri, Littleleaf Lindens, Flowering Crabs, Flowering 
Hawthorn, Mountain Ash, and Red Oak. These types are again available, 
so contact a committee member as soon as possible if you would like to 
be eligible to receive a tree. 


More than half of our budget was used for the removal, pruning, 
feeding and maintenance of existing trees. This will continue in the 


future to keep Wells looking good. 


We are also planning an experimant with the control of the Fall 
Webworm. These insects, though not harmful to the: hosts, destroy 
the beauty of our late summer and fall foliage.

To the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Wells, Maine 


We have examined the balance sheet and related state- 
ments of operations, changes in fund balances and unappropriated 
surplus of the Town of Wells, Maine, for the years ended 
December 31, 1976 and 1975. Our examination was conducted 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and 
accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and 
such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in 
the circumstances. 


The Town has not maintained a record of its general 
fixed assets, and accordingly a statement of general fixed 
assets, required by generally accepted accounting principles, 
is not included in the financial report. 


In our opinion, the accompanying balance sheet and 
related statements of operations, changes in fund balances and 
unappropriated surplus present fairly the financial position of 
the Town of Wells, Maine, at December 31, 1976 and 1975, and 
the results of the operations of the various funds for the years 
then ended, in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the pre- 
ceding year.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF VOTER REGISTRATION 


In a city or town which has a population of 5,000 or over, a board 
of registration consisting of 3 members must be appointed as follows: 
One member nominated by the city committees of each of the two 
major political parties, who shall be enrolled in the party of the city 
committee by which he is nominated, and appointed by the municipal 
officers, to serve for three years; and the third member, nominated by 


the clerk of the municipality and appointed by the municipal officers, 
who shall be chairman and serve for four years. 
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The board is required to keep the list of voters current at all times by 
adding the names of new voters and removing the names no longer 
proper adn to correct addresses of those who move. The information 
is sent to the Computer Center where our lists are computerized. 


The board is required to be in open session for the purpose of regis- 
tering qualified applicants according to the following achedule: 


For Federal and State elections (including primary elections), regis- 
trations must be accepted on the sixth to the tenth business days 
preceeding election day and on election day itself. 


For Municipal elections, registrations must be accepted on the second 
and third business days prior to election day and on election day 
itself. 


1976 proved to be a busy year for the board, with the municipal 
town meetings and elections in March, the primary in June, and the 
presidential and special town meeting in Novembef. We have registered 
over 1000 new voters this year. The total nuniber of registered voters 
after November 2nd was 4578. Of that number, 3290 turned out at the 
polls in November for a record turnout of voters. 


Wouldn’t it be great if at least 3000 came to our town meeting in 
March! Our municipal affairs are as important as the “goings-on” in 
Washington or Augusta. It all affects our lives and our pocketbooks. 


There has been a change in the membership of the board. Carol 
Brooks resigned in January. Beverly Higgins now represents the Demo- 
cratic party.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS BEACH HOSE COMPANY 


The Wells Beach Hose Company had its busiest year ever in 1976 
with 520 still alarms and 80 blown alarms for a total of 600 calls for 
the year. 440 of these calls were ambulance calls. 


Two new vehicles were purchased by the Hose Company in 1976. 
A new 1000 G.V.W. 4 wheel drive Dodge for fire and rescue work and a 
new Ford Classic Modular Ambulance with equipment. These two 
vehicles cost the Fire Department over $30,000. 


A new program was started by the Fire Dept. in 1976. This was the 
ambulance subscription system by which a family could get free ambu- 
lance service for a price of $5.00 a year and a business could get sub- 
scription for $25.00 a year. This service was to the 3 closest Hospitals; 
York, Webber, and Sanford Goodall. This program was very popular 
and we received over $6,000 in this fund drive. The subscription 
drive goes on for the months of June, July and August. 


Another new program for 1976 was the Town hiring two Firemen- 
ambulance attendents for 10 weeks in the summer time. These two 
young men were Jeff Rowe from Ogunquit and Richard Connelly from 
the Kennebunkport Road, Wells. They worked 8 hours each day, 5 days 
a week. This worked out very good because during the daytime when 
everyone is out working, it is a very hard time to get help. These men 
worked hard all summer with: ambulance calls, blood pressure clinics. 
cleaning the station, painting the inside of the station, putting on 
vinyl siding on the outside of the station, cleaning the equipment, 
going to fires, etc. This program proved out very successful and we have 
asked again for this for 1977. 


Another program we had during the summer months was a blood 
pressure clinic one day a week at different locations about town. 
Some days over 200 people had their blood pressure taken. Any one 
wishing to have their blood pressure taken can stop at the fire station 
at any time. I wish to thank the volunteers from all the Fire Depart- 


ments of Wells for giving me all the support they did during the year 
1976. They are always there when we want them.

During the summer of 1976 we requested and received a visit from 
the New England Insurance Rating Association, the purpose of this visit 
was to obtain information on having the Wells Branch Station rated. As ' 
it stands now the Insurance Companies do not consider that there is 
even a fire station in Wells Branch, and for this reason insurance pre- 
miums are higher on all property in this area. 


Our biggest need before we obtain a rating, is for an up to date fire 
truck with proper equipment on it that will meet the New England 
Insurance Rating Associations qualifications. At this time we are in 
hopes that we may be ordering this truck in March of 1977. All the 
other requirements that have to be met are things that we ourselves can 
do or purchase. So with the addition of this new truck to our station 


we may at last receive a rating that we all have been working a long 
time for. 
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Our womens and Jr. Auxiliary have been very active this past year as - 
they have always been. They have helped us to purchase many pieces of 
equipment that we would not have been able to purchase ourselves. 
This helps us to hold down our budget which effects every taxpayer 
in Wells.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PERSONNEL & REVIEW 


The second year of the Personnel Board has been both interesting 
and productive. 

In May, the Town Selectmen voted to set up a Lieutenant’s 
position within the Wells Police Department. We were asked to set up a 
salary range for Lieutenant as follows: 

Position Code Range 
Lieutenant P-12 4.50 - 5.45 


Our own Jack Butler, who has been with the Wells Police Depart- 
ment since 1974, was advanced to this position. Jack (Jackie) Butler is 
a fine patrolman and very proficient in the investigating field. 


Personnel records have been brought up to date for the ensuing year. 


This fall, after reporting to the Board of Selectmen our findings on 
the cost of living (5%) and survey work, we were asked, also, to inves- 
tigate and set up a salary range for a certified Code Enforcement 
Officer as follows: 


Position Code Range 
Code Enforcement 
Officer A-08 9,440 - 11,800 


This would mean there is a need for a full time code enforcement 
officer to cover the whole town. With the need for building permits, 
etc. this would cover a large portion of this position which may be 
filled following the Town Meeting. 


The citizens of this Town must be aware of the growing need for 
expansion of our Town Hall. There is just not room enough to carry 
out all the differect business within our municipality. | 


At this time I would like to thank Edward Abbott and Barbara 
Sevigney for serving two years on the Board of Personnel. They both 
have shown great interest and attendance on the Board. Also, I would

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 1976 


The year of 1976 has been one of personnel evaluation, and a sub- 
sequent reassignment of the department’s members to best suit both 
the individual officers talents and service to the Town of Wells. This 
will be a continuing process. 


Many officers have taken advantage of the several in-service police 
training schools available, others have taken specialized courses, all to 
further their proficiency to protect and serve, you the public. A total 
of 1414 hours were spent on education. 


a) 


As the year 1976 came’to a close all but our newest officer has been 
assigned colateral duties and responsibilities. 


The services of a secretary has greatly enhanced our records section. 
This upgrading of records and reports will continue in the future. It has 
permitted more patrol time, and time for follow-up reports and investi- 
gations. 


It is still hoped that there will be the addition of another officer. 
This addition will allow two car night patrol, so that citizens in need of 
police services may be better served and officers supervised in their 
performance if necessary. 


The Wells Police Reserves, although not great in numbers and mo- 
destly equipped, mostly at their own expense, did not fail to respond 
and assist when and where needed. Several have attended in-service 
training classes. | am proud of them and the professional manner in 
which they have carried out their chosen civic duties. 


In 1976 a grant made it possible to purchase a new moving radar. 
The addition of this valuable tool of traffic safety and enforcement is 
being used to evaluate speeds to assist in recommending proper speed 
iimits, and hopefully to reduce motor vehicle accident frequency. Also 
added in 1976, was the rental of a teletype machine. This 24 hour co- 
rented nationwide police service keeps us informed on valuable written 
police information available nowhere else. Other low and no cost grants 
are being investigated to upgrade the police department and its equip- 
ment.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WELLS SANITARY DISTRICT 
To the Citizens of Wells: 


During the past year, the Board of Trustees continued to work with 
the design engineers, Hayden, Harding and Buchanan, Inc., of Boston, 
Massachusetts, in completing the design of the Waste Water Abatement 
Program. In August of 1976 the completed plans and specifications 
were approved by the State of Maine Department of Environmental 
Protection and the United States Environmental Protection Agency. 


The project has been separated into six (6) contracts consisting of 
the following: 


Contract 1 — Interceptor and Force Mains 
Contract 5 — Water Pollution Control Plant 
Contract 11 — Street Sewers 

Contract 14 — Street Sewers 

Contract 21 — Ocean Outfall and Harbor Crossings 
Contract 23 — Pumping Stations (7) 
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The Board of Trustees again devoted considerable time during the 
last year to the question of financing the Water Pollution Abatement 
Program. Many meetings were held with the Federal and State Agencies 
on the development of a grant program to create a project cost that 
will be equitable for the local users of the system. 


Contract bids have been received by the Board of Trustees and at 
this time construction is expected to be underway early in the spring 
of 1977. 

This was a landmark year for the Board of Trustees as previously 
planned programs began to bear results. A Director of the Sanitary 
District was hired to serve as staff to the Board of Trustees and, with 
his assistance the Board was able to analyze the financial impact of the 
Pollution Abatement Program. 


The next two years of construction will be busy years for the Board 
of Trustees and it will be greatly appreciated if the Citizens of Wells 
will bear with us during this period of construction. 


If a Task is difficult, the feeling of accomplishment is enhanced 
by its successful completion. It is with this thought that the Board of 
Trustees perseveres toward the goal of a completed Water Pollution 
Abatement Program for a better Wells.

Note 1 - Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District 1S a quasi-municipal corporation organized under 
the Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of contructing and oper- 
ating a system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells, 
excepting the Village of Ogunquit. A certificate of organization was issued 
to the District in December, 1970 by the Maine Environmental Improvement Com- 
mission. It is managed by a full time director hired in August 1976 and five 
trustees elected for staggered three year terms by voters of the District. 


During 1976 development work was completed by a consulting engineering firm and 
bids for construction were advertised. It is expected that construction will 
begin in early spring of 1977. The following is an estimate of the total pro- 
ject cost and participation by governmental agencies: 


Total project cost estimate $18,161,000 
Less - estimated participation by 
U.S. Environmental Protection Agency $9,871,000 
Maine Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) 3,290 ,000

The District plans to issue bonds through the Maine Bond Bank to finance the 


local share of the required funds. The exact amount of the EPA and DEP grants 
will depend upon their final approval of bid specifications. 


Note 2 - Accounting Policies 


Following is a summary of the significant accounting policies of the District: 


Assets and liabilities and costs are recognized on the accrual 
basis of accounting. 


Amounts paid to the consulting engineering firm are included as 
part of the cost of development and construction of the physical 
plant and facilities. 


All administrative expenses and interest expense on loans during 
the period of development and construction (less income earned 
on unexpended construction funds) are considered to be an asset 
in the nature of organization costs.

Note 3 - Notes Payable 


At December 31, 1976 there was an unsecured note payable to the Northeast 
Bank of Sanford for $250,000 due on April 6, 1977 at 3.75% interest.

REPORT OF THE WELLS SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of the Town of Wells: 


This is my sixth report as your Superintendent of Schools. A signif- 
icant change in the ecudational system in the town is about to take 
place as 1976 ends and 1977 begins. With the opening of the new 
high school building, the over-crowding which has affected nearly all of 
the students in the schools will soon be a thing of the past. The reorg- 
anization of the schools in town will also provide some significant 
changes in the attitudes of students and staff as the junior high school 
students are separated from the older students at the senior high school 
level. The elementary school will soon regain use of the small auditor- 
ium in the elementary school building and activities conducted these 
past few years in the corridors will be moved to regular spaces where 
aides and specialists can work uninterruptedly with pupils. 
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By action of the last legislature, the school financing laws were again 
revised and will be changed by the legislature currently in session. One 
of the major changes has been to change the term of the school budget 
from the calendar year to coincide with the State’s fiscal year, July 1 to 
June 30. Last year a six month budget was approved at the regular 
town meeting and a fiscal year budget approved at a special meeting in 
June. This year a special town meeting will be held in May to act on 
the school budget for the year beginning July 1, 1977. 


During the year very few changes were made in the curriculum 
areas. At the high school level the new Intermediate Science Curriculum 
materials, so successfully used in Grades 7 and 8, were extended to 
Grade 9. A new music series arrived for use in the elementary grades 
and the new math books for elementary grades purchased last year 
have helped to strengthen this important learning area. The additional 
space soon to be available will allow the further implementation of 
tutoring activities for many students who need additional help and 
reinforcement as they grow and learn. 


An interesting development in early January 1977 was the taking 
over of three programs at Camp Waban for handicapped children by 
the school system in order to provide for these children to the end of 
the current school year. Arrangements for financing were worked out 
with the State and the other school systems so that the Town would 
become the fiscal agent and would not be involved in any cost beyond 
the tuition payments for Wells’ students attending there. It is anticipated 
that a regional organization will take this school over for next year.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee: 


Between January 1, 1976 and January 1, 1977 Wells Junior-Senior 
High experienced an enrollment increase of 38 pupils 25 of which 
occurred in grades 9-12. 


This increase adversely affected grades’ 9-12 teaching conditions by 
adding to class loads already at a maximum and by limiting class 
instructions to minimum time standards brought on by multiple room 
usage. 


In October, you, the school committee, approved our request for 
the addition of a one-half time English instructor to balance the numer- 
ical load in that most crucial department; however, the class overloads 
in the science, social studies, home economics, and industrial arts 
departments continued. Because of the lack of rooms and/or teachers, 
some sections were not offered — a goodly number of pupils were un- 
able to enroll in a subject and a number of subjects were offered only 


200 minutes per week which significantly cut down on instructional 
time. 


When the new high school becomes operative, it will eliminate the 
problems of lack of rooms and shortage of class time, and it will allow 
the proper number of sections to be formed to meet pupil needs. 

For the school year the high school administration and faculty set 
and reached two goals: one, to reorganize our testing program; two, to 
develop and put into use graduation requirements which encompassed 
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competency tests in reading and mathematics. Seniors not attaining an 
individual achievement expectancy level as judged by their math and 
English teachers will be assigned to special classes to intensify training 
in the students’ weak areas. The testing program, which we adopted, 
includes placement tests administered at the end of grade 8, the scores 
to be functional in advising parents and students entering grade 9 of 
which subjects and levels to pursue. A second part of the testing pro- 
gram will be administered at the end of grade 10, the scores to be sim- 
ilarly used as the grade 8 tests in advising students and parents which 
levels of difficulty and areas of interest to pursue the last two years in 

high school. 


Stephanie Kemp received a commendation from the National Merit 
Qualifying Test administrators. Glen Chase won a State writing com- | 
mendation. Jeffrey Dickerson, Stephanie Kemp, and Shelly Smith won 
the right, through school competition, to read their essays at the 
School House District No. 9 dedication. 


The drama class continues to present excellent productions. During 
year a one-act play, The Lottery, received praise from the SPA judges. 
The three-act musical, Annie Get Your Gun, played an unprecedented 
three nights, to full audiences. 


The athletic teams enjoyed the most successes than has been the 
case for a number of years. Both girls’ and boys’ varsity basketball 
teams placed among the top teams in Class C; both participated in the 
SPA tournaments. The cross country team won two championships: 
SYSSA and Southern Maine, Class C. The baseball team finished among 
top contenders in Class C and participated in tournament playoffs. 
The boys’ spring track team finished fifth in the State playoffs. 


I thank the School Committee and Superintendent of Schools for 
their insightful understanding and significant decisions concerning the 
education of the high school youth of Wells for this past year. Because 
of these decisions, each and every pupil in our high school has more 
Opportunity to learn the basics, to enroll in vocational training and be 
exposed to greater depth in post-secondary preparatory subjects.

The elementary school children and 
their parents in particular deserve a sincere measure of tribute for their 
concern about the education and value experienced at this primary 
level of education. With such a show of involvement on the part of the 
community and school children, it is certain that the entire academic 
program will be strengthened and enhanced. 


The departure of Mr. Carroll Beals from the educational scer- f9l- 
lowing 22 years of service has been sadly felt. The staff and friends of 
Wells Elementary School hope that he and his wife are enjoying retire- 
ment to the fullest and that their lives are filled with many of the good 
memories left behind. 


It is always exciting to welcome the vigor and enthusiasm new 
teachers bring to the profession and this year is certianly no exception. 
Beginning in September Mrs. Nancy Doty, Grade 3; Mr. John Musters, 
Jr., Grade 4; and Ms. Patti Levenson, Special Education, have provided 
our children with classroom experiences and enrichment activities highly 
conducive to their growth and maturity. Other new professionals sup- 
portive of these activities include Mrs. Alice Strait, Ms. Rhonda Tread- 
well, Ms. Linda Breary, and Mrs. Barbara Moore. These newcomers 
added greatly to an already highly competent staff. 


School population in Wells continues to rise in spite of the national 
trend which shows an overall decrease in enrollment. The final month 
of 1976 showed that the elementary school in Wells topped the 550 
mark. The intricacies of educating all of these children within one 
building has been exciting and, in some cases, rewarding. However, the 
children and staff certainly look forward to 1977 when more classroom 
space will be allotted due to completion of the new high school. 


Several new school/community programs were introduced this year. 
The V.1.P. (Volunteers In Progress) program which encourages parents 
to become involved in classroom or clerical activities met with large 
numbers of interested parents. The Grading Committee was organized 
to study the needs and wishes of the community with regards to how 
our children are qualitatively and quantitatively evaluated in school. 
The P.T.O., with the help of many involved teachers and community 
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members, got off to a resounding start by encouraging 67% of Wells 
Elementary School parents to come to Open House. Programs and fund- 
raising activities have been tremendously enjoyable and beneficial to 
all. 


Finally, it is necessary to note the involvement of the Wells School 
Committee in the education of our children. Their enlightened direction 
of educational energies and resources has been refreshing, working 
continuously for the most beneficial results from allocated revenue. 
The Wells Elementary School staff looks forward to working with this 
group of representative parents, and also to working with all parents 
for the continued betterment of the educational experiences of our 
most precious resource, our children.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


By the time this year’s town report is printed and distributed, the 
new Wells High School building will be occupied. In late January 1977 
the final finish work is underway and many areas are virtually com- 
pleted. Anticipated occupancy date is March 1, 1977. 


The cold weather of last fall delayed the completion of the outside 
work. Though basic grading was done and walks were installed, the 
final work on drives and parking areas, lawns and landscaping, cannot 
be completed until mid to late spring. 


Included in this project is a sum of about $130,000 for renovations 
to the present school campus. This work will be out to bid soon for 
cpmpletion during the summer months. Briefly, it will entail renovating 
one of the shop areas for regular classroom space, providing better 


offices and a library in the elementary school building, and improving 
the nurse’s office area. 


The Building Committee is appreciative of the work of many indi- 
viduals in completing these projects. Robert Littlefield, Town Manager: 
Wilbur R. Ingalls, Jr., Architect; Howard Eaton, Clerk of the Works: 
William Adams, Project Superintendent for Wiley Construction Com- 
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pany; and John Mitchell, who designed and supervised the construc- 
tion of the physical education fields, have been most helpful in 
assisting the Committee.

Wells School Nurse Report 


Priorities for the beginning of the school year were the continuation 
of physical examinations and tuberculin testing. Physical examinations 
were given to 314 students by school physicians, in grades 1, 4, 7, and 
10 and all athletes. Tuberculin tests were administered to 45 employees 
and volunteers as prescribed by State law. Also, as a health service, 
Asian flu vaccine was given to 31 employees under the direction of the 
late Dr. Oney Smith. = 


Vision and hearing screenings have been completed for 833 students 
in kindergarten through grade seven, 205 students in grades 9, 10 and 
11 with the assistance of parent volunteers. Notices have been sent to 
parents of students who failed vision screening. Auditory re-screenings 
are in the process of being completed. In October, Dr. David Upton, 
optometrist, administered 117 vision screenings and eye examinations 
to kindergarten children in Wells and Ogunquit, with the assistance of 
the school nurse. Rechecks and referrals to parents were made by the 
nurse. 


The Wells-Ogunquit Health Association is continuing to sponsor a 
dental clinic in conjunction with area dentists. Thirty-seven permissions 
have been returned to the nurse and the Health Association will provide 
transportation. With the support and approval of the Wells School 
Board, the Center for Community Dental Health, Portland will begin 
their dental health program in January 1977 in Kindergarten through 
grade 5S. 


A brief “first care” first aid workshop was conducted for teachers 
on November 2. In the future, Red Cross First Aid courses will be 
offered to teachers and employees, to update first aid skills to provide 
more protection for students. Also at this time, a discussion of “what 
to look for”, early symptoms of lice, scabies, and impetigo. 


Students with health problems have been made known to teachers 


and recommendations have been discussed with teachers and principals. 
Health needs include diabetes, epilepsy, asthama, osteogenis, arthritis 


migraine headaches, heart murmurs, eczema, allergies, glaucoma, vision 
and hearing losses. During this time the nurse has been a resource for 
nutrition and blood pressures in the classroom, and also a resource to 


individual students for special reports in community health, nutrition, 
and dental health. 


>) 
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A daily log is kept in the health office, students must sign in, record 
time and problem or need. An average of 15 students are seen daily 
for accident or illness. Health counseling and first aid are given and 
more serious injuries and illnesses are referred to parents. 


Area doctors frequently refer employees and students to the school 
nurse for blood pressure checks. Blood pressure readings have been 
made available and urged for all employees during the school year. 


Continuing education is an on-going process for the school nurse. 
September 21 and 22 a school nurse workshop was attended, which 
included update on new policies and resources. A cardiac workshop 
was attended in October. Under the direction of York County Health 
Services, staff maternal-child health and specific school health meetings 
have been attended, with many topics concerning community and 
child health offered. Also as a member of the education committee 
of the School Nurse Division of the Maine Association of Physical 
Education, Health and Recreation, I am involved in the planning and 
organizing of continuing education ofr school nurses throughout the 
state.

CONFERENCES 


This year’s International Conference took us to magical Honolulu 
with palm trees, beautiful days, warm velvety nights and always flower 
leis. Over 40 New England Clerks made the trip and joined their fellow 
international clerks to be received in royal fashion. 


The opening ceremony was the most beautiful we have seen — the 
sound of a conch, calling a historical pageant by students of Punaho 
School (each student must have some Hawaiian blood) depicting the 
rich cultural heritage of the Hawaiian Islands. 


The Royal Guardsmen of Hawaii served as color bearers and the 
Royal Hawaiian Band returned from vacation to present a concert. 


It was truly an inspiration to be with so many “proud to be Am- 
ericans”. And they are tremendously proud of it! 
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Hawaiian Congressman Spark M. Matsunaga was the key speaker 
praising the role of the clerks in Municipal and Federal government. 
George R. Ariyoski, Governor of Hawaii welcomed the delegates with 
an address “An International Culture Welcomes an International 
Association”’. 

At the annual business meeting, the delegates adopted a resolution 
supporting the extension of Federal Revenue Sharing. Much time was 
devoted to future Federal-local relations, elections, record keeping and 
other topics affecting the Clerks’ offices. 


An Ecology trip of the Island, receptions and State party as well as 
the traditional luau were enjoyed. The Hawaiian people must certainly 
be the most friendly in the world. 


The New England Conference was held at Newport, R.I. this year 
and I was fortunate in being accompanied by my Deputy, Marion 
‘Noble. Marion had met many of the Clerks while attending Salve Regina 
College in August. Salve Regina is sponsored by the New England 
Association and accredited by IIMC. Three summers are required for 
the course. 


This conference was busier than usual as I was honored in being 
installed as President by R.I. Secretary of State Robert F. Burns. 


We will bring this Conference to Wells next September when 250- 


300 delegates and family will be housed at the Lookout Hotel for 
three days. 


Besides our “work” we hope to provide scenic boat rides and lobster 
boat rides for the Clerks and their spouses. Also show them typical 
Maine galleries, shops, beaches, etc. 


This year’s Maine Municipal Conference was in Bangor where about 
1400 Municipal Officials converged for three days of intensive meet- 
ings and plans for the coming year. 


Once again | wish to thank you all for making it possible to repre- 
sent our Town and State at these conferences and I hope many of our 


delegates who will come in September will return many times to enjoy 
our great State of Maine.

REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


Our first big snow of the winter was a real crippler, as the heavy 
snow ended by being drenched with a downpour of rain and then 
followed by zero temperatures. 


This made it very difficult to plow; and the ice was almost indes- 
tructible due to the low temperatures. This was, of course, extremely 
costly in man hours, sand, salt, and fuel for our equipment. Luckily, up 
to this time (early February), we have not had any additional major 
storms. This is more than the rest of the northeast area of our Country 
can say. 
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Having excellent equipment and well-trained men in our Highway 
Department, the Town of Wells citizens had a minimum of inconven- 
ience and our children were back in school in two days. We certainly 
thank all of our residents for their patience and understanding through 
the tough weather we all experienced. 


All of our departments are doing their utmost to keep down costs of 
running our Town. Naturally, the cold weather and fuel prices caused 
increased costs which no one could avoid. 


In spite of all of these drawbacks, Wells had another good year finan- 
cially, both from the Town Government standpoint as well as most 
businesses. Our Town was again crowded with our summer residents; 
and with the good summer and fall weather, I am sure they enjoyed 
themselves to the fullest. 


Wells had a first this year — at the November 2nd elections, witha 
record of approximately 3200 voters in attendance, a town-wide Zoning 
Ordinance was enacted. Although this is a very lenient ordinance, it 
should be a guide’for the future growth of our Town. With the Town 
growing at the extremely fast present rate, it is certainly needed. 

It has been one of my goals in the nearly eight years that I have 
served as Town Manager to have the best public relations between all 
of the Town Employees and the Citizens of our Town. I feel we have 
succeeded in doing this, and we will strive to keep it at that level or 
better, if possible. It is only by working together that a Town can 
function smoothly and in the best interests of all concerned. 


A second goal has been a training program for our employees SO 
that that they be better qualified and able to perform their dutues. I 
am happy to say that many employees have taken advantage of the op- 
portunities offered to them in the Education field. This is showing in 
the professional manner that they fulfill their daily tasks and is a great 
benefit to our Town. 


The Selectmen and I will welcome any suggestions for the better- 
ment of our Town. 


This year the Maine Municipal Association has a statewide Legis- 
lative Policy Committee of sixty-three members — York County has 
seven members, of which I am one. This Committee represents all the 
Towns in the State and meets every three or four weeks in Augusta 
or Bangor to. review the bills that are presented to our Legislature, and 
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then decides which ones to support or oppose. The Maine Municipal 
Staff then works in our interests by informing our legislators of our 
opinions. It appears to be a successful Program. 


Our local Representative Ed Mackel is working extremely hard in 
our behalf. We are certainly fortunate to have such a qualified person to 
represent us in Augusta. 


In these days of so much State and Government control, we must 
be alert to any changes in our laws outside of our own town. Much of 
my time is taken up with administrating programs that do not orig- 
inate at home. 


I sincerely want to thank the Selectmen and all the Town Employees 
for their cooperation with me during the past year.

KENNEBUNK, KENNEBUNKPORT & WELLS WATER DISTRICT

TRUSTEES REPORT 
This Quasi-Municipal Corporation, chartered by the State Legis- 
lature in 1921 supplies the Towns of Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, 


Wells-Ogunquit Village, Biddeford Pool and small portions of York 
and Arundel. The affairs of the District are managed by a Board of 
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Trustees composed of three members, one each chosen by Town elec- 
tion from Kennebunk, Kennebunkport and Wells with three year 
staggered terms for each member. 


In 1976 the District finalized design and solicited bids for instal- 
lation of an Alum Sludge Removal Facility at the Branch Brook Treat- 
ment Plant as required by the Environmental Protection Administration 
and the State D.E.P. The design incorporated receiving and settling, 
chemical conditioning and mechanical pressing to produce a fairly dry 
sludge product to be used as land fill. The District’s consulting engineers 
had estimated the construction costs to be $350,000, but the lowest 
bid received was $498,000. The Trustees reviewed alternate methods 
to meet the requirements of the EPA and rejected all bids and pro- 
ceeded to have an alternate system designed and constructed for a now 
estimated cost of $300,000. The alternate system incorporates the 
increasing of the capacity of one of the existing settling basins, 
constructing holding lagoons and freeze dried beds on District land. 
By using in-house engineering to some extent and acting as its own 
general contractor, the District is striving to keep the costs of this man- 
dated construction as lowas possible. To date about 65% of the outside 
construction involving pressure main, piping, lagoons and freeze dry 
beds have been constructed. Inside work on the project is continuing 
during this winter season. During the year the Trustees and the Manage- 
ment of the District have reviewed long term construction requirements 
and it is anticipated that commencing in 1977, that the District will 
begin to make more progress on needed improvements. 


One facet of this capital improvement program is the design of a 
pipe line and booster station to supply additional water from the 
Biddeford-Saco Water Company system. This project, late in the year, 
was unsuccessfully submitted to the Economic Development Adminis- 
tration for a grant under the Local Public Works Capital Development 
and Investment Act of 1976. Although we were not successful in 
receiving this grant, engineering design is continuing so that it will be 
completed when this project is needed. 


The Trustees have considered the impact of the District’s capital 
improvement program and the cost of the Alum Sludge Removal 
Facility as well as a continuing increase in operating costs during the 
last three years and have noted that consideration will have to be given 
to applying for a rate increase during 1977. We urge all of our users to 
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practice conservation when using water. If we can all be successful 
at water conservation, furure increases in the size of our system will 
come at a slower pace and smaller rate incréases will be the result. 


Copies of the Annual Report with more operation dvtails will be 
distributed to all of the various Town Halls in April. 


The cooperation received from area citizens from all walks of life 
and the loyal efforts of its employees have helped the District to meet 
the increasing demands placed upon it.

REPORT OF THE WELLS OFFICE 


In 1976 the health services were delivered in Wells-Ogunquit by 


York County Health Services, Inc., under the directorship of Mrs. 


Shirley Ouprie. The staff has doubled with Mrs. Joan Parker, R.N. 
covering the school program, Miss Sheila Seekins, R.N. part-time home 
nursing along with Mrs. Barbara Simpson, R.N., which offers relief to 
team leader Mrs. Margaret Grant, R.N. whose administrative duties 
have consequently increased. Home Health Aides Virginia Perry and 
Priscilla Worster now provide personal care and some light housekeep- 
ing tasks. Territory has also increased, as full services in North Berwick 
are offered from the Wells office and Communicable Disease Control 
to Berwick, South Berwick, Eliot and York. 


In the Home Care program, which primarily covers disease control 
and health promotion, 1436 home nursing visits were made in 1976, 
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351 home health aide visits, and 123 visits for physical, occupational, 
and speech therapy. Ten clinics were held to screen anyone over 18 
years of age for hypertension. 159 people were checked, 5% of whom 
required referral for Medical supervision of their blood pressure. Among 
plans for the future is the Adult Multi-Phasic Screening program, 
through which more types of clinic health services to adults will be 
offered. 


The Maternal-Child Health Program, with the primary purpose of 
prevention and early intervention in potential health problems, holds 
regular Child Health Conferences on the last Friday of every month 
now at the Dunaway Center, where more efficient space is available. 
129 children have received physical examinations, immunizations, and 
health counseling by the MCH team. Plans are underway to begin an 
additional monthly clinic on a trial basis in 1977. 21 home visits to 
children, expectant mothers and their families have also been made 
since the development of this program in late summer. Mrs. Pat Gilbert, 
R.N. provides full-time MCH services in the Wells-Sanford areas. 


School health services, provided by Margaret Grant and Barbara 
Simpson from January to June, were integrated into the MCH program 
in September. An average of 15 students were seen daily for illness, 
injury, and/or health resource information. Vision and hearing screening 
was completed with the assistance of parent volunteers, including the 
important screening for visual defects and eye disease to 117 kinder- 
garten students by Dr. David Upton, who donated his time and skills. 
433 physical examinations to interscholastic athletes and students in 
grades 1, 4, 7, and 10 were done by local physicians. Immunizations 
including polio, diphtheria, tetanus and pertussis were given to 130 
students. 45 school employees and volunteers received tuberculin skin 
tests as required by state law, and 31 received Asian flu vaccine. The 
Wells-Ogunquit Health Association again sponsored a dental clinic in 
which 44 students received a dental examination, cleaning, fluoride 
treatment and necessary repairs by area dentists. 


New school health services include the institution of a preventive 
dental health program under the direction of the Center for Community 
Dental Health, Portland, and supported by state and local school funds. 
Children in grades K through 5 will brush, floss, and with parental 
permission receive daily fluoride. A dental health educator supplements 
the classroom teacher for dental hygiene and nutrition guidance. Red 
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Cross First Aid workshops for teachers and employees have begun to 
update first aid skills and provide more protection for students. 


The Wells-Ogunquit Health Association loan closet is now housed 
in its own building near the town garage. Sick room equipment such as 
hospital beds, wheelchairs, commodes, walkers and crutches are avail- 
able by calling 646-2771 or 646-2327. 


Mrs. Helen Colby, Mr. Richard Rouleau, Mrs. Evelyn Bache, and 
Miss Evelyn A. Johnson are active members of the YCHS Board of 
Directors, while Mr. and Mrs. Paul F. Poehler are YCHS Incorporators. 
All wish to express deep appreciation for the co-operation and support 
of local doctors, dentist, Dr. Upton, optometrist, and the Wells- 
Ogunquit Health Association. Also many thanks to town officials, 
school personnel, and all others who have contributed to the improve- 
ment of health in our community. 


It has been a busy and exciting year of internal changes and expan- 
sion in the effort to meet individual and community health needs in 
Wells.

REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


Wells had another progressive year; in spite of one of the worst 
batterings our coast has seen in our history. 


At the time I am writing this message, we are just recovering 
from the storm of February 6 and 7.

Private cottages were scarred in varying degrees. Some were 
completely ruined, others only partially. Most had a great amount 
of water damage. 


In times like this we find that all our departments coordinated 
their efforts in the greatest harmony I have ever seen. 


The police, firemen, highway department and various people 
from all the other departments joined together to accomplish the 
evacuation, care of people and restoration of the damaged property. 


Our C. E. P. Director, Bob Rozeff, deserves much credit for 
guiding the operation successfully. 


Added to all this, we had the cooperation of the State Police 
and National Guard. 


Governor Longley also deserves credit for quickly calling it an 
emergency, so that we could have the help of the Guards. They 
certainly worked well for us and have our thanks. 


This was the year that saw the people of our State repeal the unfair 
part of the Uniform Property Tax, which was the pay-in portion of the 
bill. This will save our Town thousands of dollars in the years to come. 
I am happy to say that I and the Selectmen had an active part in the 
repeal effort, starting back at the inception of the bill in 1973. 


After a stormy start, the Town received $374,000 in E. D. A. funds 
from the federal government. Our citizens voted to spend these funds 
for a new library and a recreation area. 


President of the Library Committee, Dick Bois, and members of the 
committee are extremely happy that this will be a reality. Many have 
worked several years toward this goal. 


The recreation area has been a dream of Walter Marsh and his group 
for many years. Walter deserves a lot of credit for all the devotion and 
hard work he has put into this effort. 


This year will possibly see the dredging of Wells Harbor. We have 
had many difficulties with this project. 


It was really frustrating when our efforts to place the sand on our 
depleted beaches failed. In all probability it will be placed on the old 
spoil site in the harbor area. 


Many of our beach residents will be looking forward to the 
Operation of our new sewage treatment plant. This project has been 


very successful in keeping on schedule, and I understand it will be 
partially operating in the fall of 1978. 


Zoning has been successfully implemented and is being ably 
conducted by our new code enforcement officer, Roland Geib. His 
job also includes plumbing inspector and health officer. We are 
fortunate to have a man as well qualified as Mr. Geib in the position. 


This year marked the opening of our new High School in March. 
This is a beautiful, well equipped, modern school. Our students have 
gained many advantages from attending this school. 


I want to thank all of the Selectmen, Department heads and all of 
the employees for their cooperation they have given me during this 
past year. This is the only way a government can be operated effect- 
ively. 

All of us are wishing Don Butler, Chairman of the Board of Select- 
men, a speedy recovery from his illness. We really miss him at our meet- 
ings. 


I wish everyone a happy and prosperous 1978.

My last International Conference was in Kansas City last May in a 
beautiful hotel which was almost demolished the month after we were 
there.

home state.

Our Town would indeed be fortunate to elect a really trained person 
as it takes three years to become knowledgeable in the many duties 
under the office of Clerk. Mrs. Noble will graduate from the IIMC 
accredited Clerks Professional Course at Salve Regina next summer 
and has taken all the required and optional courses which have been 
offered by the State of Maine and has served as deputy for three years. 


May I ask you to consider the new voting recorders which were used 
at the State Election in December and will be used for the election of 
Town Officials at the annual Town Meeting. They not only save time 
and money but there are no “disputed” ballots. 


My thanks and appreciation for the support you have given me 
during the past nineteen years and I would hope that Wells continues 
to be represented locally and nationally as in the past.

REPORT OF THE WELLS SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


To the School Committee and the Citizens of the Town of Wells: 


This has been a year of change and growth in the Wells School 
System. The most noteworthy event was the opening on March 1, 
1977 of the new Wells High School building. This in turn brought 
about the organization of the Wells Junior High School in the old 
high school building and many changes in space usage in the element- 
ary school on Route One. Accompanying the space expansion has 
come many significant program changes which has improved and 
expanded the educational opportunities at all levels. 
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Space limits a full listing of changes, but some of the more 
important ones should be noted. In the-Wells Elementary School, a 
classroom was converted to a library, the ee school. Carts 
and tables have been removed from the corridors and the book 
collection is being expanded rapidly. A home economics teacher 
and an industrial arts teacher were added at the junior high school 
and these courses are now offered to students in grade six as well 
as in grades seven and eight. 


Resource Rooms have been established at the junior high and high 
schools to assist students at those levels who experience learning 
difficulties. The State law, now four years old, and the new federal 
law requiring that all handicapped children be offered an educational 
plan appropriate to their needs will, of necessity, bring about an in- 
crease in staff to meet their needs. 


During the year new textbooks have been adopted for the mintn 
grade science program, for reading in grades seven and eight, for indus- 
trial arts in grades seven and eight, Clothing and Child Care for the 
high school home economics program, a homemaking text for grades 
six, seven, and eight, Advanced Math and Computer Math for the high 
school, and a history text for the less motivated reader. 


Due to the changes in school organization and increase in spaces, 
the number of staff members who joined the faculty during the year 
is quite long. The result has been to broaden the learning oppor- 
tunities to students at all levels. Following is a list of staff members

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
To the Superintendent of Schools and School Committee: 


In February and March we moved into the new Wells High School 
building. During the spring months the reorganized staff which had 
taught on a 7-12 alignment and had shifted to a 9-12 arrangement 
completed the readjustment of class sections and sizes to make opti- 
mum use of the new facilities. Added sections were possible because 
of adequate room space and reassignment of teachers. . 


The school philosophy is being updated. Students, teachers, admin- 
istrators and school committee members are involved in the process. 
The tenth year accreditation visitation requirement of the New England 
Association of Schools and Colleges is scheduled to occur in March 
1979. To prepare for this, the staff is expected to justify curricula 
offerings with our philosophy. This is being done by a self-evaluation. 
One of our school procedures is to evaluate annually each subject we 
teach. This present year our English teachers have carefully articulated 
semester courses which we offer. All pupils are to pursue English. 
English is offered in three tracks: basic English, literature, and drama 
and writing. All pupils are exposed to the basic track in grade 9. In 
grades 10, 11 and 12 pupils may pursue one or more tracks. The Wells 
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Street Journal; our yearbook, the Abenaki; our student publication, 
Smoke Signals; and the play, The Teahouse of the August Moon, all 


served as media for English learnings of the classroom to be put in- 
to practice. 


We are grateful that you approved our computer. It has the capa- 
bility to add memory, disk systems and stations. Our first computer 
math classes experienced hands-on programming. During this present 
school year advanced computer programming became an __ integral 
part of math. Mathematics offerings have been increased by the add- 
ition of extra sections in general math, algebra, pre-calculus and 
calculus. 


Physical education classes are now available during the total day; 
an aide has been added to assist the regular teacher for class instruc- 
tion and locker room supervision. The universal weight machine in a 
room by itself is used extensively and daily by both boys and girls. 


In February of 1977 both boys’ and girls’ teams qualified for the 
State playoffs and the boys’ teams won the western Maine Class C 
Championship. This fall both the boys’ cross country teams and the 
girls’ field hockey team won the SYSSA Championships. A Freshmen 
football team was added in an attempt to make our team more 
competitive in our league play. 


In the field of music we now have specialized training in woodwind 
and percussion instruments. One day each week tutoring or small 
group instruction is offered in both areas. Our director continues to 
tutor in the brass instruments, her field of specialization. 


Industrial Art offerings have been reorganized. The wood shop has 
become woods and metals. The level one course now stresses power 
and electricity. Non industrial arts majors from any grade, boys and 


girls, are being given opportunities to enroll in mini shop offerings. 
The Home Economics suite and increased teacher time has allowed 


extra sections in grades nine, ten and eleven. Mrs. Cowland’s food 
classes have organized and served public meals for up to 50 people. 


Mrs. Williamson is our Resource Room teacher. Pupils who need 
individual or small group assistance in academic subjects are being re- 
ferred to her for evaluation and instruction. 
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Statewide academic honors were attained by Charles Jepson and 
Mary Deptula who qualified for semi-finalist competition, and Terry 
Bradish received a commendation from the National Merit: Qualifying 
Test administrators. 


Our staff and administration continue to study ways to relate basic 
competencies with graduation requirements. As of this date we rely on 
individual teachers as assessment in each subject ona credit or no credit 
award with requirement being 18% units to qualify for a diploma. We 
continue to search for other forms of accountability. 


We thank the School Committee and the Superintendent of Schools 
for their many hours of service, their concerns for the educational 
needs of the high school youth, and their combined efforts to provide 
quality education.

REPORT OF THE JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee: 


This report is the first to be presented by the Wells Junior High 
School as a separate unit in the Wells School Department. Since March 
1, 1977 when grades 6, 7 and 8 moved into the old high school 
facilities, the students, staff, and administration at Wells Junior High 
School have been involved with developing and refining the school 
program. We are, and will continue to work toward, building an “‘ident- 
ity” as a strong part of the total Wells School System. 


The current program at Wells Junior High School emphasizes 
concentration upon the basic academic subjects aimed at the intellect- 
ual development. Exposure to a variety of additional experiences are 
provided to promote social, physical, and aesthetic growth. In addition 
to language arts (including reading), math, science, and social studies, 
each student received instruction in physical education, art, music, 
home economics, and industrial arts each year. Supportive service 
personnel consisting of one full-time guidance counselor, one full-time 
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resource room teacher, one part-time librarian, two teacher aides, one 
part-time social worker, and one part-time nurse provide important 
assistance to our student body and staff. 


I wish to thank the staff and students at Wells Junior High School 
for their cooperation and work during the past months. I also want to 
appeal to parents and citizens to contact the school directly with your 
concerns and questions. Only through direct communication, mutual 
understanding, and cooperation can we do the best job in providing 
educational opportunities for the young people of Wells.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF WELLS ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee: 


The satisfaction of knowing that educational services and programs 
have markedly improved over the course of a year are evident among 
the Wells Elementary School family. Much of the improvement can be 
directly attributed to the advantages of the increased physical space 
made available by the inclusion of the Gym Building into the 
elementary program. Though everyone agrees that the single most 
important ingredient in the educational process is the employment 
of competent professional staff members, it is also recognized that 
those professionals need adequate space and materials with which to 
work. The Wells School System has made a positive step forward 
in providing children and teachers with these necessary tangibles for 
educational progress. 

Parent participation at the Wells Elementary School continues to 
be a source of benefit to Wells Elementary School children. The hours 
of involvement on the part of Wells parents have given our children 
many extra learning experiences they otherwise would not have been 
fortunate to have. All members of the community are encouraged to 
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take part in V.I.P. (Volunteers in Progress) Program, whether or not 
they have children at the elementary level of school. 

The Self Evaluation Study mandated by the State eden of 
Educational and Cultural Services consumed many hours of parent and 
staff time. The open dialogue displayed by the participants gave both 
segments an opportunity to understand problems, suggest realistic 
alternatives, and recognize that many facets of the elementary program 
operate quite effectively. 

While schools in many parts of the country are contending with 
declining enrollments, the Wells Elementary School experienced better 
than a 5% growth again this year. Enrollment for the final day of class 
in June of 1977 for Grades Kindergarten through Five was 463 child- 
ren. Enrollment as of mid-January of 1978 was 487, indicating once 
again that Wells is a growing community which should be involved now 
with preparing for the future needs of its children. 

There were several new faces and programs for Wells children this year. 
Mrs. Jacqueline St. Onge opened a new section of Kindergarten, Mrs. 
Joyce Baker an additional section of Grade 1, and Ms. Rosalyn Siegel 
an expanded Psychomotor Development Program. Mrs. Sharleen Ober 
initiated a much needed library service and library skills offering 
which is also going to be of tremendous benefit to our children. Ms. 
Bernadette Colley took over as Vocal Music Director. All but one of 
these people had previous experience in their field and all added 
greatly to our multidisciplinary curriculum. 


Children and parents were presented with a new report card and 
grading system developed by interested community members and 
school personnel. This new program was an attempt at giving parents 
and children a more comprehensive, in depth evaluation of how well 
each child mastered basic skills. It also measures the amount of effort 
put forth by each child in his/her quest of curriculum mastery. Many 
other school systems employ a similar evaluation tool. 


The Wells-Ogunquit P.T.O. continues to provide the educational 
and parental groups with a liason that is both beneficial and effective 
This hard working group of people should be credited for their positive 
and willing support of children’s education within the community. 


In summation, the professional staff and employees of the Wells 
Elementary School are continually seeking ways in which the edu- 
cation of our children can be done more effectively. We encourage 
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community members to contact us with ideas or suggestions which 
would improve the opportunities available to our children in helping 
them to reach their potential as productive members of our commun- 
ity, state, and nation. On behalf of our children and our staff, we 
would like to thank all those who have helped in this process the past

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REPORT OF THE WELLS OFFICE 


York County Health Services is a non-profit community health 
agency with offices located in Saco, Waterboro, Wells and Sanford. 
It is from these offices that nurses, therapists and health aides are 
dispatched to residents in nearby towns throughout the county. 


In Wells, nurses made 1198 visits to children and adults in their 
homes in 1977, January through December, while therapists made 
268 visits and health aides 416. 

Children came to our clinics on 124 occasions and nearly 14% were 
referred to their doctors or to other medical sources for further 
diagnosis and treatment. 

School nurses gave Wells students 330 physical exams and 487 
immunizations. They tested 59 for further eye care. Nine were re- 
ferred for additional hearing tests. 


Dr. David Upton provided 82 vision screenings for kindergarten 
children. 


Nursing assessments, (occasions when children see the nurse for 
illness, accidents or health counseling) totalled 2,659. 


In addition, nurses gave 109 TB tests and 23 flu vaccines to staff of 
the school system and participated in dental, health and nutrition 
education programs for students. 


Adults made 381 visits to clinics to be tested for such problems as 
anemia, diabetes and high blood pressure. Ten percent were referred. 


Wells’ tax allocation to York County Health Services ensures home 
health care, clinics and other community health services to all re- 
quiring such care. )

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


During the past year changes have been made in personnel 
assignments and the physical space occupied by the police department. 


Regular officers are now each taking a turn as court officer for a 
period of time. This is making each officer more knowledgeable on the 
courts operation and acutely aware of the paperwork involved to have 
a successful prosecution. Ultimately, this makes the court officer’s 
duties more tolerable, as each officer having served in that position 
is less likely to make errors, or fail to submit the proper and necessary 
forms. 


The quarters occupied by the police department in the Town Hall 
were changed in 1977. Although the area occupied did not change, a 
relocation of records, radio equipment, the installation of a counter, a 
wall and door has permitted a secure evidence room , a room for storage 
of investigative equipment and interviewing, an officers room with 
lockers and a desk for report writing, and a record section designed to 
Operate more conveniently, and at the same time serve the public more 
effectively. 


Modernization is coming slowly to the police department. New 
lights have been added this past year to both of our cruisers, a new and 
modern 35mm camera has been added with the aid of a low cost 
federal grant. Our motor vehicle registrations are now supplied on 
microfilm, updated monthly and viewed on an illuminated projector. 
The revolvers carried by the regular officers have been replaced and up- 
graded to stainless steel which should prove more durable in this area’s 
salt air. Since their acceptance, all but one of the officers have qualified 
on the police combat course. 


The summer season brought changes in the duties and post assign- 
ments of the summer officers. This resulted in a better understanding 
of public duties by these officers and ultimately better service to the 
public. Several verbal and written comments attested to this. 


Again, the Wells Police Reserve Officers have given untiringly of 
their services, equipping themselves at the considerable expense, they 
are always on the job assisting or supplementing regular patrols, 
donating their time, and when needed, only a phone call away. Several 
of these officers have taken advantage of in-service training classes - 
proof of their interest in serving you - their fellow citizens of Wells. 
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Following is the Departmental Status, Criminal Activity, Motor 
Vehicle Accident Summary, Record of the Motor Vehicle Violations 
and a total of the hours spent by members of the police department/on 


education and training.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS BEACH HOSE COMPANY 


1977 was the busiest vear in the history of the Wells Beach Hose 
Company. A total of 659 emergency calls were answered. Of those, 
557 were ambulance calls and 102 were fire calls. 


The Company has continued to upgrade its ambulance service. This 
was the first year of two ambulance operation. The Emergency Medic- 
at Technicians continued their training and several new E.M.T.’s were 
added to the roster. In addition, a Primary Responders Course for 
ambulance attendants was taught by members of the company. This 
course will be offered again in 1978. One of our E.M.T.’s has been 
licensed as an instructor in Cardio-Pulmonary Resucitation (C.P.R.) 
and has been teaching classes throughout the year. Both the C.P.R. and 
Primary Response courses are open to the general public, whether 
members of a fire company or not. 

The Company has placed Engine No.44 in service. Engine No.44 is a 
four wheel drive utility pumper, able to handle rescue calls, brush fires 
and quick response to structure fires. 

Fourteen members of the Company have completed State of Maine 
Fire Service Training Program courses in basic pumping operations.

In 1977 many changes took place in the Wells Branch Fire Associ- 
tion. The biggest change came when the Insurance Service Office 
surveyed the station and awarded it a rating which we never had before 
This means that all Insurance premiums within a 3 mile radius of the 
Wells Branch Fire Station should go down. 


Another change was in the updating of the fire apparatus within the 
station. Two trucks at the station haye been de-activated and replaced 
with one truck that we believe can do the job of the two. This truck 
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is a four wheel drive truck, purchased by the Wells Branch Fire Assoca- 
ation and equipped with a fire fighting package purchased by the Town 
of Wells. This piece of equipment should give us many years of good 
service. 


The new Class “A” truck that was ordered last April to replace our 
main piece of apparatus that is now 22 years old, has still not arrived. 
The chassis for this truck was ordered from the Ford Motor Company 
in March of 1977 with 8 to 10 week delivery time. At the end of 1977 
the chassis still has not been delivered to the company that is to build 
the apparatus. 


The Firemen’s Annual Supper and Raffle of 1977 was again a big 
success and I would like to thank everyone involved for their donations 
and assistance.

Note 1 - Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation organized under 
the Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of contructing and oper- 
ating a system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells, 
excepting the Village of Ogunquit. A certificate of organization was issued 
to the District in December, 1970 by the Maine Environmental Improvement Com- 
mission. It is managed by a full time director hired in August 1976 and five 
trustees elected for staggered three year terms by voters of the District. 
Construction of the system began during March, 1977 and is expected to be 
fully operational by April, 1979. The following is an estimate of the total 
project cost, including construction and organization, and participation by 
governmental agencies:

During December, 1977 the District issued bonds through the Maine Bond Bank 
to finance the local share of the required funds. The exact amount of the 
EPA and DEP grants will depend upon their final approval of bid specifications. 


Note 2 - Accounting Policies 
The following is a summary of the significant account policies of the District: 


Assets and liabilities and costs are recognized on the accrual 
basis of accounting. 


Amounts paid to the consulting engineering firm are included as 
part of the cost of development and construction of the physical 
plant and facilities. 


All administrative expenses and interest expense on loans during 
the period of development and construction (less income earned 
on unexpended construction funds) are considered to be an asset 
in the nature of organization costs.

Note 3 - Bonds and Notes Payable 


On December 1, 1977 the District issued bonds payable in the amount of 
$2,910,000 through the Maine Bond Bank. The proceeds represent the District's 
estimated share of the construction costs as described in Note 1. Interest is 
initially payable on May 1, 1978 (representing five months' interest), and 
semi-annually thereafter on May 1 and November 1. The interest rate fluctuates 
over the term of the issue from a low of 5.1% to a high of 6.25%, with an 
average rate of 5.649%. Principal payments commence on November 1, 1980 and 
are required to be made annually thereafter until November 1, 2001. Princépal 
payments increase over this period from $50,000 to $265,000. 


At December 31, 1977 there was an unsecured note payable to the First National 
Bank of Boston for $4,000,000 due on April 6, 1978 with interest at 4%. 


At December 31, 1976 there was an unsecured note payable to the Northeast Bank 
of Sanford for $250,000 due on April 6, 1977 with interest at 3.75%. 


During 1975, the District received a non-interest bearing loan of $181,650 from 
the State of Maine general bond funds through the Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP). The loan was paid in 1977 by a transfer to state contribu- 
tions in aid of construction as authorized by the DEP. 


Note 4 - Commitments 


At December 31, 1977 there were unfilled contracts for construction of the 
system totalling about $7,100,000. 


Note 5 - Retirement Plan. 
During 1977 the District adopted a non-contributory pension plan covering all 
fulltime employees who meet specified age and service requirements. The plan 


is funded by insurance contracts. Total cost of the plan to the District for 
1977 was $1,643. 
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The new Sanitary District Treatment plant off Eldredge Road. 


The work is progressing well.

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REPORT OF THE 
KENNEBUNK, KENNEBUNKPORT & WELLS 
WATER DISTRICT 


This Quasi-Municipal Corporation, chartered by the State Legisla- 
ture in 1921, supplies the Towns of Kennebunk, Kennebunkport, 
Wells-Ogunquit Village, Biddeford Pool and small portions of York 
and Arundel. The affairs of the District are managed by a three 
member Board of Trustees, one each chosen by Town Election 
from Kennebunk, Kennebunkport and Wells with three year staggered 
terms for each member. 


In 1977 the Alum Sludge Removal Facility mandated by the E.P.A. 
and D.E.P. was completed to the point that it is operational. All sludge 
produced in the settling basins is now being pumped to holding lagoons 
Additional engineering plans and specifications for the supplemental 
water source pipe line from the Biddeford & Saco Water Company 
system have been completed and a timetable for construction of this 
new pipe line is being contemplated. 


Spiraling operational costs and the necessary capital improvements 
which have been installed to meet environmental and service demands 
over the past few years will undoubtedly force us to apply to the 
P.U.C. for a rate increase during 1978. We urge all our users to practice 
conservation when using water. If we can all be successful at water con- 
servation, future increases in the size of our system will come at a slower 
pace and smaller rate increases will be the result. 


Copies of the Annual Report with more operational details will be 
distributed to the Town Halls in April. 


The District exists to render service and it would not be able to do 
so without the splendid cooperation which it receives from its citizens 
and the efforts of its employees.

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REPORT OF THE ARBOR COMMITTEE 


From 1968 to the present about 500 trees have been planted and 
cared for through our Arbor Program, and the appearance of our town 
has been greatly improved. The complete program includes removals of 
dead trees (which are hazardous as well as unsightly), feeding and 
maintemance, pruning wherever needed, and planting of new trees 
near roadsides. Shrubbery in such areas as the town hall, park areas, 
and the Junior High School is also cared for. 


Since the inception of the program no monies have been required 
of those individuals who have had trees planted. These trees, of course, 
are the property of all and the only requirement of property owners 
has been that they faithfully water the trees. Since so much has been 
accomplished and in order to keep costs down, this year a new policy 
will be implemented. Those desiring trees will be asked to contribute 
$10. toward the cost, thus enabling the budget to be lowered. If a tree 
planted last year has died, it will be replaced as usual. 


Trees provide, in addition to beauty; shade, privacy, oxygen, genera- 
tion, carbon monoxide absorption, shelter for birds, concealment of 
wires, and wind breaks.

As of our last Town Meeting, we have three new members; Robert 
Shaw, Scott Simpson and Robert Cole.

Completing our third year of the Board of Personnel, we find that 
job descriptions were our biggest project of the year. These job descrip- 
tions were created in a joint effort between the Town Manager, Depart- 
ment heads, and Board of Personnel and Review, in order to establish 
mutual rights, preserve proper employee morale and to promote effec- 
tive municipal operation in conjunction with the Personnel By-laws. 


Our job descriptions are intended to aid in recruitment process and 
as an administrative tool for department heads and other personnel to 
understand job functions.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF VOTER REGISTRATION 


The Board is required to keep the list of voters current at all times 
by adding the names of new voters and by removing the names of 
those who have died, moved from the municipality or become dis- 
qualified to vote. When a voter’s name is changed by marriage or other 
process of law, or when his street address is changed, the voter must 
give written notice to the Board before the close of registrations prior 
to election day. If he fails to notify the Board of any change, he must 
appear before the Board on election day and make the necessary 
changes before he will be allowed to vote. 


As of December 5, 1977, there were 4,439 registered voters. Of that 
total, there were 3,000 unenrolled. In order to vote in a Primary, a 
voter must be enrolled in a party.

New housing construction continues at a rapid pace. Settlers 
Retreat, Perkinstown, Oak Hill Estates, Deerwood and Glenwood 
Parks are now completed. Others such as Canterbury Manor, 
Merriland Manor, Sherwood Forest, Kimberly Acres are fast 
approaching completion. Construction activity is continuing in 
other projects and single lot areas. 

Our local valuation increased by $7,353,190 to a total of 
$177,107,750. The State valuation has increased to $186,700,000. 
We are still the third highest in York County, Biddeford is No. 1 at 
$207,650,000, and York 2nd at $201,350,000. 

The ratio of 100% of market value set on property in 1976 by 
the appraisal firm of Cole-Layer-Trumble has steadily declined due 
to inflation in land and building values until now it is only about 
85% of market. 

The Board of Assessors are still using the 1976 manuels to set 
the valuation on property in order to keep equity. 

We feel confident that the co-operation and understanding of 
the taxpayers will continue in the coming year, making our 
assessing duties more pleasant.

EXCERPTS FROM STATE OF MAINE LAWS 


No dog shall be kept within the limits of this State unless 
such dog shall have been licensed by its owner with the 
Town Clerk. All dogs that are six months old or older are 
to be licensed by January 1. If a dog is less than six 
months on January Ist, it must be licensed within 10 days 
after it becomes six months old. Applicant must file with 
the clerk proof that such dog has been immunized against 
rabies. Dogs must be licensed by April or the owner will 
be subject to the penalties set forth by the State for 
keeping an unlicensed dog. It shall be unlawful for any 
dog, licensed or unlicensed, to run at large, except when 
used for hunting. ‘‘At large’? means off the premises of 
the owner and not under the control of any person by 
means of personal presence. 


BUSINESS REGISTRATION: Any one engaging in any mercan- 


tile enterprise shall file with the Town Clerk a signed and 
sworn certificate setting forth their names and places of 
residence, the nature of the business and the name under 
which business is transacted. There is a penalty for failure 
to file.

TOWN LICENSE: Every business shall purchase from the Town 
Clerk a business license which shall be renewable each 
year in the month of May. Vendors, victualers, 
innkeepers, or tavernkeepers cannot operate as such 
without a license. 


VOTER REGISTRATION: Inacity or town which has a board 
of registration the clerk shall accept applications for 
registration and enrollment when the board is not in 
session. 

ELECTIONS: Inatown the clerk of the municipality shall be the 
supervisor of all elections. 

~We are fortunate to have the use of the Electronic Voting

have expressed their satisfaction with the use of them. The ballot 
clerks are quite pleased with them because we are no longer 
bothered with disputed ballots. In the last General election, Wells 
was the first to report their results. We had completed our counting 
within 2 hours after the polls closed. 

The Machines are simple to operate but it is a long time 
between elections. Please stop by our demonstration booth at the 
polls and let us refresh your memory.

REPORT OF THE 
WELLS HISTORIC PRESERVATION COMMITTEE 


This committee was authorized one year ago at the annual 


town meeting to work for the preservation of historical buildings 
and sites within our community. 
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Seven meetings have been held since the intial initial one in 
April. As this committee was new to the town the Maine Historic 
Preservation Commission was approached for suggestions which

included a survey of town buildings, a series of newspaper articles, 
legislative tools to protect existing landmarks. In addition research 
and public education about the significant part Wells has played in 
history have been goals. 

Following these objectives the weekly WANDERING 
THROUGH WELLS series began in July with the co-operation of 
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the York County Coast Star. We hope this series will continue for 
at least a year followed by publication of the articles in a booklet. 

Mr. Frank A. Beard of the State Historic Preservation 
Commission toured Wells in the spring and as a result the State 
Commission has shown interest in nominating, collectively, 18th 
Century and early 19th Century Cape Cod style homes in our 
community to the National Register of Historic Places. 

The survey of all structures in Wells erected prior to 1900 has 
begun but lack of time has not permitted this to proceed as rapidly 
as hoped. (The Committee is indebted to Mary Luce for completing 
the Moody Beach Area.) 

A food sale held in August raised money for photographic 
expenses and we sincerely thank the IGA and all who so generously 
contributed. 

The Adult Education program expressed interest in making 
available A History of Wells course; fifteen registered and it 
appeared to be well received. The course will continue during the 
Spring Semester beginning in March. 

Wells schools have been approached with regard to doing 
school projects with a historical theme. 


Our concerns for 1979 include: 
1) Continuation of WANDERING THROUGH WELLS articles. 
2) A concentrated research on the early Cape Cod houses and 
other buildings of historical interest. 
We need and appreciate the assistance of the owners of these 
dwellings. | 
3) Prevention of demolition of landmarks whenever possible. 
4) Continuation of the survey of buildings and other landmarks. 
5) Establishment of a means to protect local historic documents; 
books, papers, photos etc., and copies of them. Hopefully this 
may be accomplished with a fireproof area possibly at the 
library. 
6) A course on Wells History. 
7) Consideration of archeological work on early sites. 
Our sincere thanks to all who have assisted in our research 
with the loan of old photographs, documents, papers and 
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information. Without your co-operation we would have been 
unable to function.

REPORT OF THE WELLS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Wells Public Library officially opened December 4, 1978 | 


in our new building on Post Road. Our book collection consisted of | 
1660 catalogued, classified and processed books, in addition to || 


unprocessed older books, condensed books, and a large collection if 


of paperbacks. Of these 1660 volumes, 49% are gifts and 51% 
purchased from appropriated funds. We received 2200 copies of | 
periodicals as gifts, and started subscriptions to 39 periodicals and | 
6 newspapers. 
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In our first month of operation we issued cards to 609 new 
borrowers and circulated 849 books—almost half our collection— 
and handled 7 interlibrary loan requests. Two class tours were 
conducted, and a weekly preschool story hour was started.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF THE WELLS SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


| To: The School Committee and the Citizens of the Town of Wells. 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Superintendent of 
the Wells School Department. 

During the past year the school department has undergone a 
period of change within change within its administrative structure. 
Beginning in the Spring of 1978, the hot lunch supervisor was 
replaced by the Administrative Assistant, Ralph Petersen. This was 
followed by the resignation of Mr. Robert Jones as Wells Junior 
High School Principal after serving in that position for two years. 
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On June 29, 1978 the voters reduced the administrative budget 
at the special town meeting to consider the school budget. Due to 
the reduction, it was necessary to eliminate the position of 
administrative assistant. Mr. Petersen left at the end of July 1978. 

On July 5, 1978, Superintendent of Schools Mr. Thomas S. 
Vose submitted to Mr. Bradish his intention to retire on August 4, 
1978. Mr. Vose had served as Superintendent of Schools for the 
Wells School Department for seven years, during which time Wells 
saw many changes culminating in the building and occupancy of a 
new high school. 

The School Committee solicited the aid of Dr. Paul Poehler to 
serve as the interim superintendent during the School Committee’s 
search for a new chief administrator. 

The Town of Wells and the Wells School Department owes a 
debt of gratitude to Dr. Poehler for the excellent job he did in 
bringing together the loose ends and opening of school on 
September 6, 1978 without problems. 

A special note of appreciation to Mrs. Linda Emerton and 
Mrs. Cynthia Roger without whose aid and knowledge the central 
office could not have functioned during this very confusing period. 

School opened in September with many new faces among the 
professional staff. Mr. Edward LeBlanc had been employed to 
serve as junior high school principal. 


Mr. LeBlanc is a resident of Rye, New Hampshire. He came to 
Wells after serving four years as Director of Occupational 
Education. He holds a B.S. in Education from the University of 
Southern Maine and a Master’s Degree from Northeastern 
University, Boston, Massachusetts. Other new staff members 
include: Dr. Calvin Anderson, Part-time Director of Special 
Education; Mrs. Ellen Aromando, Grade 5; Miss Dawn Beers, 
General Music, Grades 6-8; Miss Anna Cole, junior high Math; 
Miss Victoria Dobrzynski, high school Vocal Music, part-time; 
Lawrence Downing, part-time teacher of Instrumental Music at the 
high school; Mrs. Dorothy Evans, high school English and Social 
Studies; Mrs. Rosemary Fecteau, Resource Room at the junior 
high school; Bruce Gowdy, high school Industrial Arts; Mrs. 
Celeste Houston, part-time Spanish at the high school; Miss 
JoAnne Maloney, junior high school Art; Mrs. Priscilla Mather, 
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part-time French teacher at Wells High School; Miss Alice Meader, 
Grade 5; Mrs. Jane Riley, Resource Room at Wells Elementary 
School; Mrs. Alice Strait, Title I Teacher; T. David Taylor, 
Instrumental Music for grades 4-8; Miss Patricia Theberge, Speech 
Therapist; John Thorpe, General Music for Grades 6-8, and Miss 
Gayle Tucceri, Art teacher for the junior high. 

On September 25, 1978 I took over the Superintendency of the 
Wells School System. I came to Wells after serving four years as 
Superintendent of Schools in S.A.D. #42, Mars Hill, Maine—a 
school district of 900 students located on Route 1 in Aroostook 
County. I hold a B.S. from the University of Maine at Machias, 
an M.Ed. and certificate of advanced study from the University of 
Maine at Orono, and I am presently completing work for a 
doctorate in educational administration from George Peabody 
College for Teachers, Nashville, Tennessee. 

‘We are presently working on two strategies that will have 
implication for major directional changes in the philosophy of the 
Wells School Department’s program. We are aware of the public’s 
demand for a movement back to the basics; we are also concerned 
with being accountable for providing a dollar’s work of education 
for a dollar spent. Therefore, we are first making some changes in 
the structure of the program offerings at the high school level. 
| These changes will begin to move us toward a competency based 
| diploma as mandated by a policy of the State Department of 
Education. Second, we are beginning a detailed study of the 
curriculum offerings at the elementary level. We will, through a 
technique called Curriculum Mapping, find out what is actually 
being taught in each subject. This will be studied to find gaps or 
weak areas that need to be strengthened. 

Today we can be proud of the job that our teachers are doing 
at all levels. The reading scores are uniformly high and the 
composite scores place our students at or above average for all 
elementary grades. 

I am looking forward to working with the people of Wells to 
provide our children with the education they will need in this ever 
increasingly complex society.

To: School Committee & Townspeople: 


Fifty-one percent of the class of 1978 enrolled in post-second- 
ary schools, thirty-three of the sixty-five members; twenty-one 
decided to work following graduation. As the population of the 
town of Wells increases more graduates tend to remain in the area 
rather than settling elsewhere. Twenty-six of the thirty-three who 
did continue schooling received scholarship or financial aid 
amounting to $27,120.00. | 

During the spring of 1978, Wells High School students and 
staff produced Oklahoma. Mrs. O’Donnell, as overall director, 
and Mrs. Fielder, as musical director, supervised about 100 
students in the production. 

Since Drama has been one of our regular English curriculum 
offerings, acting talents have been allowed to develop and 
widespread interest has resulted. The drama class, besides its study 
of the masters, writes and acts out its own plays. 

During this school year two three-act plays are being produced 
rather than the usual one play generally produced in this size 
school. Our Town was presented in November and Dirty Work at 
the Crossroads will follow in March. 

Our school newspaper, The Wells Street Journal is produced 
bi-monthly. During the fall the State Department of Education 
publication, Maine Insight, cited our paper as a quality student 
publication in our State. 

Our yearbook Abenaki, under the supervision of Nadyne 
MacDonald, continues to be one of our prized publications. 

Susan Butler and Suzanne Patrick were both cited by the 
College Entrance Exam Board as having achieved commendable 
honors in the National Merit Student qualifying test competition. 

A special grant of $1,000.00 was awarded to our guidance 
department for a proposed Title [Vc project entitled Project 21. 
The project is to use our school computer along with our 
standardized testing program to provide more direct information to 
students and parents on test results. The program will take a year to 
become fully implemented. 

For every new building a few odds and ends take time to 
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become complete. During this year the Industrial Arts hoods for 
both the auto shop and wood shop were installed. Also completed 
was the installation of a wireless communication system in the 
language room and the library media center. 

Increased enrollments necessitated the addition of an 
English-Social Studies teacher. One part-time and one full-time 
teacher left; two fully qualified teachers were employed in their 
places. 

Part of the York County Compact Special Education unit 
shares the use of our building for teaching and mainstreaming; the 
cooperation and coordination of our staff and students has been 
rewarding to both Wells High School and the Compact. 

In athletics, Coach Terri Regan’s girls basketball team won a 
runner-up trophy for the finals of Class C Western Maine. In the 
fall her field hockey team was runner-up again in Western Maine. 

Two of our wrestlers qualified for State competition, no small 
feat considering schools of all sizes compete against each other. 
Gymnastics as a club is gaining in number of girl participants. 
Indoor track as a club for the first year had a large turnout. The 
Math team now includes over 30 participants who each month 
travel to different shcools to compete in Math Meets of 150 to 200 
students. 

The faculty and I thank the School Committee and 
Superintendent of Schools and townspeople for their support of 
our high school endeavors.

To the Superintendent of Schools and School Committee: 


There have been several changes at the Wells Junior High 
School over the past year. Since July of 1978, there has been a drive 
to physically upgrade the school to make it comparable to other 
schools in the town and to make it a more attractive place for our 
students to attend. The interior of five classrooms were painted, 
carpeting installed, worn out tile was replaced in four rooms, and 
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some painting was done in corridors and on classroom doors. 

Three classrooms have been added by subdividing the upstairs 
floor with permanent partitions. This has provided us not only with 
needed space for classes, but also with a sizeable library and media 
center for use by students and teachers. 

Parking has been eliminated behind the junior high building 
and the traffic pattern for buses and student pickup has been 
altered in an attempt to alleviate some of the potentially dangerous 
situations that have existed over the past few years. 

Student lunches averaging between 800-1000 per day (junior 
high and elementary) are no longer being transported from the high 
school, but are being prepared by our own kitchen staff in the 
junior high. 

Perhaps the greatest change at the junior high school has been 
its philosophy toward discipline, curriculum direction, and 
structure of the school day. We have adopted this year what may be 
termed a very traditional or ‘“‘back to basics’’ philosophy. Student 
schedules have been centered around a seven-period day with few 
study halls, no ‘‘free time’’ periods, and strict adherence to student 
accountability and whereabouts. Curriculum emphasis has 
centered around improving reading and math skills of all students 
and supplementing existing strengths or weaknesses with additional 
programs and materials. A great deal of individualized testing has 
taken place in an attempt to pinpoint specific weaknesses that 
students may have so that concentrated programs may be 
established for each child when necessary. 

Through the cooperation of students, parents, teachers, and 
school committee, a discipline policy has been established and 
appears to be working well. Through this, students are becoming 
more atuned to socially acceptable behavior. We have requested 
that parents become more responsible for the actions of their 
children and that they work together with teachers and 
administration to take corrective action if their son or daughter 
becomes disruptive to the educational process. 

In-school vandalism has been kept to a minimum and as a 
result, custodial efforts have been directed toward keeping the 
school in a state of continued good repair; that is, clean and 
inviting to students. We are in hopes that this will continue in the 
years to come. 
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Our future plans are to continue the renovations and 
upgrading of the physical plant, to continue the emphasis on 
reading and math, and to additionally begin concentrating on other 
major curriculum areas such as Language Arts, science, and social 
studies. In addition, we hope to establish some sort of an 
alternative program for the academically disenchanted child and to 
create more extra curricular programs such as National Honor 
Society, gymnastics. class officers, yearbook staff, and others. 

I wish to thank the school committee, teachers, and citizens of 
the Town of Wells and Ogunquit for their continued Support and 
help over the past year and in the confidence they have given me as 
Principal of Wells Junior High School. I am looking forward to a 
successful 1979-80 school year. 


REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF 
WELLS ELEMENTARY SCHOOL 


To the Superintendent of Schools and the School Committee: 


Once again it is a pleasure to offer this, my Third Annual 
Town Report to you and the citizens of the Town of Wells. The 
Wells Elementary School has completed another year of successful 
serving the educational needs of our younger Wells citizens. It is 
appropriate for us to reflect on these achievements at this time of 
year. 

Parent and community involvement in the elementary 
program continues to grow in both the number of adult 
participants and in the intensity of their involvement. Many parents 
make the weekly trip to the Elementary School to aid Teachers in 
providing the important day to day experiences which help to make 
the school such a commendable educational agency. Many thanks 
are due to these VIP parents for all of their efforts and sacrifices in 
supporting education in Wells. The local Wells/Ogunquit PTO has 
also been especially helpful, both through their commitment of 
time and through their financial support. 

Certainly the biggest story on the Wells Route One campus is 
one of increased enrollments. The Kindergarten through Grades 
Five population has increased over 100 children from June of 1977 
to the present time, yet not one classroom teaching position has 
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been added to the already existing staff. With most classrooms 
presently operating at more than thirty students/per/room, and the 
growth pattern apparently set to continue for several more years, 
increased staffing and new building construction are inevitable. 

As noted in the local press, the Wells Elementary School 
children performed extremely well on the national achievement test 
results, especially in the area of reading. This is certainly a source 
of great pride to teachers, administrators and school committee 
members, and most important of all to the children who personally 
achieved such a fine national ranking. Along with competent 
specialists, resource room/tutoring/and teaching staff, such fine 
scores can also be attributed to the introduction last year of an 
Elementary Library Program. Though only it its initial stages, this 
program is already involved in aiding children in this most 
important aspect of their academic preparation. 

It is the aim of the Elementary Staff to have no textbook in the 
program more than ten years old. In order to maintain this 
standard, each administrators and parents. The 1979-80 school 
year will mark the purchase of a new spelling series. The 1978-’79 
school year saw the introduction of a revised Language Arts series, 
_while the previous year found science to be the new adoption. By 
keeping up to date in each area of the core curriculum, the Wells 
Community helps to insure that their children receive effective 
instruction in the basics that are so important to their continued 
educational growth. | 

Finally, I would like to offer thanks to the many people who 
help make the Wells Elementary School the fine place it is. Parents, 
through their representatives on the Wells School Committee, have 
been particularly supportive. Town officials, fellow administrators 
and professional staff members have been unusually cooperative in 
recognizing the importance of supporting the educational activities 
of our children; truly, our most precious resource.

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ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE TOWN OF WELLS 
FROM 
YORK COUNTY HEALTH SERVICES, INC. 


During 1978, York County Health Services, Inc., staff in the 
Wells office provided care to approximately 461 residents of Wells. 
National recognition that this care meets all known professional 
standards for quality was indicated by the award of accreditation to 
YCHS by the National League for Nursing/American Public 
Health Association. 

1830 Home Care visits were made to 74 ill or disabled people; 
980 by nurses, 282 by physical therapists, 44 by occupational 
therapists, 48 by speech pathologists, and 457 by home health 
aides. This year, YCHS, Inc., has also been able to provide home 
visits by a medical social worker, and 19 visits were made in Wells. 
Maternal-Child Health nurses also made 97 visits to 55 additional 
Wells residents, meeting the specialized family needs related to 
child-bearing/child-rearing. 

Clinic services to well children continued monthly in 17 
locations across the county. 140 Wells children attended 10 clinics 
at the Dunaway Center and received 432 separate services, 
including complete physical examinations, immunizations, pre- 
ventive health education, and a variety of screening tests to rule out 
or detect early any abnormalities of growth and development. 

Well adults also have health assessment services available 
through Adult Multi-Phasic Screening Clinics at 21 different sites, 
some held monthly and some less frequently. 192 Wells residents 
attended 15 clinics at Wells town hall and YCHS office in the 
Junior High School and received 814 separate screening tests 
designed to detect chronic disease. 10% or 88 tests indicated 
abnormalities and 24% or 22 of these were confirmed by physicians 
to mean previously unknown but treatable disease.

REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As 1978 closed, a Federally Funded Grant was started into 
operation. This created the position of Traffic Safety Officer, 
adding one officer to the strength of the Department and adding a 
Federally Funded Cruiser to be used for Traffic Safety work. 
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The summer season saw the return of most of our summer 
officers from 1977. Their knowledge of the area and duties helped 
to make the season run smoothly. The use of a Dispatcher from 
7:00 P.M. to 3:00 A.M. relieved Firemen from their dispatching 
duties part of the time, to ease their burdens and allow maximum 
use of our equipment to disseminate information from the office, 
to the officers on duty. 

The Wells Police Reserve Officers have donated many hours 
assisting Regular Officers and supplementing patrols. Many of 
these officers have continued taking in service training to upgrade 
their skills. Reserve Corporal Prescott has taken the assignment as 
Court Officer, representing the Police Department at District 
Court and maintaining a Court Trial List, so that all officers are 
aware of their Court appearances. During the summer, Cpl. 
Prescott heads our parking detail and was frequently seen 
patrolling the Beach area on his moped issuing parking tickets to 
violators. A total of 1930 hours were donated by Reserve Officers 
in 1978. 

In 1978 three Wells Police Officers were Recipients of 
Commendations for their actions. Ptl. Stephen A. Clark Jr., and 
Res. Ptl. Michael Cote for the investigation of a burglary, arrest of 
the perpetrators, and recovery of stolen money. Res. Ptl. Richard 
Connelly for diligence in locating a Fugitive from Justice, the 
subsequent apprehension of the subject who was wanted by the 
State of Virginia and Maryland for Armed Robbery and the 
Shooting of a Police Officer. 

September 15, 1978 was the starting date of the Multi-Jurisdic- 
tional Investigative Unit. This Unit consisting of two Detectives 
and vehicles who jointly serve the Towns of Wells and York, and 
the Village of Ogunquit. Our own Lt. Jack Butler has been 
appointed to advise and assist the Unit. 

This unique service is a first in the State of Maine. Their first 
quarterly report is on file in my office and with the Town Manager 
for any interested Citizens.

EDUCATION & TRAINING 


Chief Linscott attended the Police Management Institute at 
the Criminal Justice Academy, a one week course. Lt. Butler 
attended a Crime Prevention Institute held at the Scarboro State 
Police Barracks, a one week course. Ptl. Shepard attended a 2 day 
course on Identifying and Handling Hazardous Material at 
University of Maine at Orono.

One Regular Officer, and 5 Reserve Officers attended the 
Regional Police Training Sessions held at the Sanford P.D. for a 
total of 80 hours. Reserve Patrolmen Nagy, Higgins, and Berg have 
satisfactorly completed the entire course and have received 
certificates. 


WELLS CORNER HOSE CO. 
January 30, 1979 


1978 was the biggest year in the history of the Wells Corner 
Hose Company. We were called upon 140 times to render services 
to the community; 100 times for fire calls and 40 times for public 
assistance calls. 

The Company elected a new chief in 1978; and took in several 
new members, including our first woman fire-fighter. 

A four wheel drive Jeep, obtained through CEP, was put into 
service this fall. It will be used as a brush and woods truck. The 
Company also purchased a Scott air pack with their own funds to 
further supplement our air packs, a most important firefighting 
tool. 

The Corner Station has been used again this year for the 
staging area for dispersing ‘Meals on Wheels’’ and we are glad to 
assist in the community project. We also have made available our 
water supplies to all who needed it. 
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We have handled over 31,000 calls for the Wells Police 


Department this year. This includes phone calls radio transmitting 
and alarm calls.

REPORT OF THE WELLS BEACH HOSE COMPANY 


During 1978 the Wells Beach Hose Company responded to a 
total of 609 emergency calls. Of these, 525 were ambulance calls, 63 
were fire calls, 7 were mutual aid calls, and 14 were miscellaneous 
emergencies. 

The heavy winter storms in January and February caused 
heavy damage to the fire station. After the February storm the 
station was out of service for approximately 24 hours. During this 
period, the excellent cooperation of the Ogunquit Fire Department, 
the Wells Corner Hose Company and the Highway Department 
enabled the Company to remain in service. The Company also 
wishes to express its thanks to the New England Telephone 
Company and to the many citizens of the town who assisted the 
Company in returning the station to service. On March 6, 1978, the 
Hose Company received a letter from Governor James Longley 
commending all the fire fighters of the town for their activities at a 
major structure fire on Wells Beach during the height of the storm. 

During the year 5 men attended training on wood ‘stove 
installation at S.M.V.T.I. Four men attended a course at 
S.M.V.T.I. on smoke detector installation and 6 men attended the 
York County Fire Attack School. 

During March of 1979 the Wells Beach Hose Company will 
sponsor a seminar on wood stove installation. The seminar will be | 
held at the Beach Fire Station and will be open to all interested 
citizens. Dates and times will be announced in local newspapers. 

The ambulance service continued its high level of activity. 
Again the Company conducted courses in Crash Injury 
Management and Cardio-Pulmonary Resuscitation (C.P.R.). 
These courses will be held again during 1979 and are open to the 
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general public. During the year 5 men were recertified as 
Emergency Medical Technicians and 2 men are training as 
E.M.T.’s. One of our E.M.T.’s has received his certification in 
Intra-Venous (I.V.) therapy. 

The Company wishes to express its grateful appreciation to the 
generous response of the citizens of Wells and Ogunquit to our 
various fund-raising activities. Because of your generosity the 
Company has been able to purchase portable electro-cardiogram 
(EKG) equipment for the ambulance. In addition, we will be able to 
fund the activities of our summer ambulance attendants without 
asking for municipal funds.

REPORT OF CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 

The estimated total construction in the Town of Wells for 1978 
was nearly nineteen and one-half million dollars with one hundred 
thirteen new homes and twenty-one mobile homes plus commercial 
constructions, additions, etc. 

There were an average of approximately sixty-eight permits 
issued per month which result in an average of over three 
inspections per day. It is estimated that new home construction was 
over one house every three days, covering about one hundred thirty 
four acres, with over two total acres of subsurface disposal 
systems.

Pumping Stations, Harbor Crossings, Ocean Outfall, and Street 
Sewer Lines have been built, are attractive and a credit to everyone 
concerned.

During the past year the Board of Trustees finalized their work 
on the ‘“Sewer User Charge’’. A meeting was held with the public 
on the 29th of November 1978, at which time Mr. Dennis 
Purington, of the Dale E. Caruthers Engineering firm outlined the 
method of computations of the ‘‘User Charge’’. The ‘‘Sewer User 
Charge’’ for the Wells Sanitary District has been sent to State of 
Maine Department of Environmental Protection and has been 
approved and is presently being reviewed by the U.S. Department 
of Environmental Protection, Boston, Mass., for their approval. 

Construction of the Wastewater Plant is nearing completion, 
with expected start-up early in 1979. Construction delays have 
occurred on the major interceptor sewer lines, due to many 
unforseen problems. 

Ninety Five (95%) percent of the street sewer lines are 
completed at this time and will be connected to the interceptor 
sewers as they are made available. Clean-up of the general 
construction area will take place early in the spring of 1979 as 
weather permits. 

As we look to the future, the Board of Trustees anticipate that 
the entire sewer system will be complete and operable during 1979. 

Members of the Board of Trustees attended Eleven (11) 
regular meetings and twenty Right (28) special meetings during this 
year, reviewing construction progress, and devoting many meetings 
to finalize the Sewer User Rate. 

Members of the Board of Trustees appreciate the continued 
support that the citizens of Wells have shown towards the Sanitary 
Sewer Project.

Notes to Financial Statements 
Years Ended December 31, 1978 and 1977 


Note 1—Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation 
organized under the Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose 
of constructing and operating a system of waste disposal and 
sewage treatment for the Town of Wells, excepting the Village of 
Ogunquit. A certificate of organization was issued to the District in 
December, 1970 by the Maine Environmental Improvement 
Commission. It is managed by a full time director hired in August 
1976 and five trustees elected for staggered three year terms by 
voters of the District. Construction of the system began during 
March, 1977 and is expected to be fully operational by June, 1979. 
The following is an estimate of the total project cost, including 
construction and organization, and participation by governmental 
agencies: 


Total project cost estimate $18,467,000 
Less-estimated participation by 
U.S. Environmental Protection

The exact amount of the EPA, DEP and FmHA funding will 
depend upon their final approval of construction contract costs. 


During December, 1977 the District issued bonds in the amount of 
$2,910,000 through the Maine Bond Bank to finance the local share 
_ of the required funds as estimated at that time. 


Note 2—Accounting Policies 


The following is a summary of the significant account policies of 
the District: 


Assets and liabilities and costs are recognized on the accrual 
basis of accounting. 


Amount paid to the consulting engineering firm are included 
as part of the cost of development and construction of the 
physical plant and facilities. 


All administrative expenses and interest expense on loans 
during the period of development and construction (less 
income earned on unexpended construction funds) are 
considered to be an asset in the nature of organization costs. 


Note 3—Bonds and Notes Payable 

On December 1, 1977 the District issued bonds payable in the 
amount of $2,910,000 through the Maine Bond Bank. Interest is 
payable semi-annually on May 1 and November 1. The interest rate 
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fluctuates over the term of the issue from a low of 5.1% to a high 
of 6.25%, with an average rate of 5.649%. Principal payments 
commence on November 1, 1980 and are required to be made 
annually thereafter until November 1, 2001. Principal payments 
increase over this period from $50,000 to $265,000. 


At December 31, 1978 there was an unsecured note payable to the 
First National Bank of Boston for $2,500,000 due on April 6, 1979 
with interest at 4.6%. 


At December 31, 1977 there was an unsecured note payable to the 
First National Bank of Boston for $4,000,000 due on April 6, 1978 
with interest at 4%. 


During 1975, the District received a non-interest bearing loan of 
$181,650 from the State of Maine general bond funds through the 
Department of Environmental Protection (DEP). The loan was 
paid in 1977 by a transfer to state contributions in aid of 
construction as authorized by the DEP. 


Note 4—Commitments 


At December 31, 1978 there were unfilled contracts for 
construction of the system totalling approximately $1,300,000. 


Note 5—Retirement Plan 


During 1977 the District adopted a non-contributory pension plan 
covering all fulltime employees who meet specified age and service 
requirements. The plan is funded by insurance contracts. Total cost 
of the plan to the District for 1978 was $1,771 and for 1977 was 
$1,643.

This Quasi-Municipal Corporation, chartered by the State 
Legislature in 1921, supplies the Towns of Kennebunk, 
Kennebunkport, Wells-Ogunquit Village, Biddeford Pool and 
small portions of York and Arundel. The affairs of the District are 
managed by a three member Board of Trustees, one each chosen by 
Town election from Kennebunk, Kennebunkport and Wells with 
three year staggered terms for each member. 

Increased operational costs and maintenance expenses forced 
the District to apply to the Public Utilities Commission in October 
for a rate increase. As of December 31, no communication has been 
received from the P.U.C. concerning the case. 

An application has been submitted to the F.H.A. for a 5% 
interest loan to finance the contemplated water source pipe line 
from the Biddeford & Saco Water Company’s system. This 
supplemental source will consist of about 27,000 feet of either 16’’ 
or 20’’ diameter pipe extending from the Biddeford Industrial Park 
southerly along Route I to Ross Road in Kennebunk, and a booster 
station near the Arundel-Biddeford town line. It is interested to 
have this pipe line and station constructed during 1979 to help meet 
the heavy demands being placed upon the District’s system. 

Copies of the Annual Report with detailed information will be 
distributed to the various Town Halls during April. 

We wish to acknowledge the patience and understanding of 
area citizens and the efforts of District employees during a 
particularly trying year which included maintaining water service 
during sewer construction in the Town of Wells.

BOARD OF PERSONNEL & REVIEW 


One year ago I sat down to write you a report and it seems like 
yesterday we completed one for 1977. 

When the Board of Personnel & Review first started, its 
meetings were every three or four weeks, but after four years, the 
demand for more and frequent meetings has become a necessity. 

The Wells Public Library and the Recreation Committee have 
established very valuable assets for the town which will become a 
strong and useful service to our community’s health and education. 
We have met with them and they now come under our by-laws as 
the salaries are town supported. 

Wells police informed the town officials that they had joined 
MAP (Municipal Association of Police) and asked the officials if 
they would recognize the police (less the Chief and Lieutenant) as a 
bargaining unit to be known as the Wells Police Benevolent 
Association. MAP is a state wide volunteer association of 
independent local police joined to provide one voice for improving 
Maine law profession. 

It is very important for you to understand that MAP does not 
believe in strikes or slowdowns, and their motto is to drive the 
teamsters out of municipalities. Services provided for its members 
fall into catagories such as collective bargaining, grievances, legal, 
political, media representation, and fund raising. Also, any 
patrolman not wishing to join MAP has that right. 

At the present time we are preparing to negotiate, and the 
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difference is a contract versus what is contained in our by-laws. 

The cost of living index for this year from Nov. 1, 1977 to 
Nov. 1, 1978 has leveled at 9%. Seems the dollar doesn’t go as far 
anymore. 

As this has been our fourth year, we have had time to work 
with our by-laws as they were written but now we see a need for 
change, and we will be coming to you in the near future for support 
on these ends. 

We have a new job and description for land fill operator 
(dump). This has always come under equipment operator, but we 
felt this should be put in the right perspective for what he does. 

For the first time Wells employees are being paid an average 
salary based on the wage scale of surrounding towns with the same 
tax base structure. It is our feeling that Wells should not be the 
leader in this area, nor should we be the tail gate. We feel the town 
employees are satisfied and do a fine job. 

At this time, I would like to take the opportunity to ciiveni 
Robert Shaw for serving on the Board and wish that he could stay 
with us, but realize that we all have commitments we must fulfill. 

Also, thanks to Robert Littlefield our Town Manager, 
officials, and local supporters, especially You, for taking an 
interest in your town.

REPORT OF THE TOWN MANAGER 


1979, for the Town of Wells, has been one of history 
making because of the separation of Wells and the Village of 
Ogunquit. It was not an easy decision to make but the Wells 
officials agreed not to oppose the separation if Ogunquit 
would join a C.S.D. with Wells based on 100% valuation, 
among other considerations. As we now know, both 
Ogunquit and Wells citizens voted to do just that. 

Now that separation will soon be completed, I believe 
most people in Wells are looking forward to going by them- 
selves, because at best this Town-Village combination was ex- 
tremely difficult to satisfy everyone. I am certain we all hope 
that both towns will be favored with good fortune. 

For the future—We are looking forward to Spencer 
Press starting their printing operation in Wells this year. We 
are very fortunate that a good, clean, well run business is the 
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first industry to come to our town. The Spenlinhauers are a 
very respected family in Hingham, Massachusetts where they 
have their present printing business. We feel some of our 
young people will gain a great opportunity to learn a trade 
with them. 

This year we will see a new Comprehensive Plan com- 
pleted. This was asked for by our growth committee to help 
them write a workable growth ordinance for us. With our new 
growth potential, it will be very much needed in order to plan 
where all types of growth should be located. Randall Arendt, 
Planner for Southern Maine Regional Planning Commission, 
is gathering the information and writing the plan. This infor- 
mation is compiled by him with the help of all departments 
and committees of the town. I know every citizen will benefit 
from this information. 

We regretted to have Roland Geib, our Code Ener 
ment Officer leave us. He did a fine job. We wish him well in 
his new position in Eliot. Jeffrey Beaulieu from Waterville, — 
Maine replaced him in November. I am happy to say that Jeff 
is very capable and had acquired much knowledge of this 
position before coming to Wells. 

It is also with much regret that the Town has lost the ser- 
vices of the present members of the Personnel Board. They 
were a hard working group that had equal regard for the em- 
ployees and the taxpayers. I enjoyed working with them and 
will miss them. 

All of our committees have put a great deal of thought 
and effort into their work so that all of us will be able to live 
in a town that we can be proud to call ‘‘Our Town’’. However, it 
will take the joint effort of all of us to make this happen. 

Inflation is again eroding the value of the purchasing 
power of our dollar. The effect will be an increase in our tax 
bill if we are to maintain the same services as we now have. 

With so many towns having problems operating without 
getting into difficulty, the citizens of Wells should be thank- 
ful that this town came through 1979 in a responsible financial 

-condition. 

In these uncertain times, it is my hope that in 1980 our 
sound financial method of operation will again be successful. 
To do this, we must have the cooperation of all taxpayers in 
paying their taxes on time. That is the first line of defense for 
a sound government, together with a good management and 
the continuing cooperation of all the departments. 
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I want to thank all the members of the Boards and 
Committees that have worked so diligently during the year to 
the benefit of all of our people. 

I would want to add that we have a very responsible 
budget committee that is endeavoring to benefit the town as 
well as keep the tax bills down. It has been a pleasure to work 
with them. 

As many of you know, Wells was the recipient of a new 
computer which was provided by Maine Municipal Assoc- 
iation and the New England Regional Commission. This was 
given to Wells on a shared cost basis and will establish a new 
accounting system for Wells which will be used by other 
towns in the future. We were very fortunate to be chosen for 
this pilot program. 

I again want to thank all the town employees and depart- 
ments for their cooperation in holding down our expenses 
during the past year. I am certainly looking forward to work- 
ing with them in 1980. 

This report cannot be concluded without thanking all the 
citizens of the town for solidly supporting me for over 10 
years.

The tax structure of the Town of Wells will change con- 
siderably when the Village of Ogunquit becomes a V Pown on 
July 1, 1980. 

The local valuation of Wells is now $130,109,830 and 
Ogunquit is $54,684,340 for a total of $184,794,170. The ~ 
State has set the valuation at $212,550,000. The State Bureau 
of Taxation is working on a new State Valuation for the 
Town of Wells and the Town of Ogunquit. The Ratio for 
Wells will be 83% of market value, and approximately 
$145,100.00. The Ratio for Ogunquit will be 71% of market 
value and approximately $67,450,000. 

The tax billing method for 1980 has not yet been deter- 
mined. Wells and Ogunquit will share the first six months on 
the same basis as previously. The last six months of 1980 each 
town will be on its own. If the Municipal Officials plan to 
change to the State fiscal year of July to June, or initiate a six 
month period for the billing of taxes, this would be an ideal 
time to make the change. 

These problems will be resolved during the coming year, 
and in 1981 each town will be on its own.

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REPORT OF THE WELLS PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Wells Public Library has enjoyed one full year of 
operation having opened December 4th, 1978. We issued cards 
to 1,983 people in 1979 bringing the total number of bor- 
rowers to 2,592. Library circulation for 1979 was 16,195; this 
includes lending of 14,323 books, 1,827 magazines and paper- 
backs, and 45 records and tapes. Our busiest month this year 
was July when 1,626 items were borrowed. Wells Public 
Library has 7,221 books in its collection—71% of which are 
gifts from the community. We added 5,561 books, 635 pam- 
phlets, and 20 records and tapes to the library collection in 
1979. 

On February 25th a celebration was held dedicating the 
Wells Public Library to Miss Ethel M. Weymouth for ‘‘her 
lifetime devotion to education, her years of interest in the 
young people of Wells, and her faithful encouragement which 
has been largely responsible for this library’’. Many people 
attended this successful event to see the new library and to 
honor Miss Weymouth, a respected member of the com- 
munity. 

During 1979 thirteen tours were given: 10 school groups, 
2 Brownie troops, and 1 Girl Scout troop. A preschool story- 
time was conducted on Wednesday mornings through May 
and recommenced in September. A small summer reading 
program for 4th and 5th graders was held during July and 
August. The library had exhibits that included tole painting, 
Korean dolls, model automobiles, National Geographic 
magazines, Sherlock Holmes memorabilia, copper enamelling, 
and Christmas handicrafts. | 

A new library aide was hired in April, Marcy Hughes 
Dzamba. Besides the librarian and aide, the library has twleve 
efficient and dedicated volunteers who are instrumental in 
providing library service to the community. 

The Friends of the Wells Public Library conducted a 
“Buy a Book’’ campaign in which area banks matched in- 
dividual donations. Through this effort, the Friends received 
$3,700 for new books for the library. The Library Board 
wishes to thank publicly all the organizations, businesses, 
families, and individuals who have donated to the library 
during this past year. The library still has a long way to £0 
before it meets minimum book collection standards (20,000 
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books for a town our size); however, use of the library in- 
dicates that whether young or old we’ve already become a 
meaningful and rewarding experience in your lives.

This was our first contract but many things were 
brought to light that could save the town thousands of dollars 
in the future, such as, liability, insurance, job strain, etc. It 
has proven to be useful as a tool in the everyday work 
schedules and for any future negotiations deemed necessary. 

The board shall establish a committee to set standards for 
promotion, testing for advancement, as per contractual 
agreement with the Wells Police Association.

It is recommended that only salaried employees whom 
received over $15,000. annually for 1979, should not exceed a 
$1,200. increase for 1980, regardless of salary range. 


Our Town Manager comes under the selectmen so we 
didn’t recommend anything in this catagory, but only as you 
see it for salaried personnel in the above paragraph. 


The firemen have a 56 hour work week (24-24-8). In our sur- 
vey the board found most towns our size have paid call men 
or volunteers; so we averaged with that which we had to work 
with. 

The board felt that a salary adjustment should be added 
within the job description of both Town Assessor and Town 
Clerk. These two jobs require a certain amount of duties that 
the average person does not do. If the town elects an inex- 
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perienced person to either job their salary shall be that of a 
bookkeeper (A 05). This should encourage the individual to 
attend school for proper job training. 

You will notice that an amendment will be presented to you 
in regard to article #5, voted at a special town meeting Nov. 4, 
1975, relating to elected town officials (part time) being on 
the Maine State Retirement Program. You should be aware 
that the original intent was for full time personnel only, 
because of the added cost to the town and the State in the 
future. 

It is important for everyone to realize that our town is 
growing, with Pratt and Whitney to the northwest of town 
and Spencer Press within the center. With this situation there 
will be a change in the demands on our labor force and should 
be dealt with respectively and reasonably. 

We wish to thank all of the following: management, per- 
sonnel, and the voting public for supporting the changes in 
our by-laws, as we move forward this year to greater demands 
on our town.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 

In the closing days of 1979 our Traffic Safety Project came 
to an end. Officer Jack E. Hurley Jr., our Traffic Safety Of- 
ficer spent a total of 1733 hours on Traffic Safety Patrols and 
related work. Traffic Safety will continue to be one of our 
major concerns in 1980. 

Ptl. Stephen A. Clark, Jr. attended the 35th Municipal 
Basic Police School of the Maine Criminal Justice Academy 
at Waterville and honored himself, the Department and the 
Town of Wells by graduating Ist in a class of 66, and was 
presented an Educational Achievement Award Bar by this 
Department. | 

On September 15th the funding for the Multi-Jurisdictional 
Investigative Unit ran out and has been funded by local 
monies divided by the Towns of Wells and York, and, the 
Village of Ogunquit for the balance of 1979. 


During the year of 1979 several Reserve Officers have — 


resigned, upon being employed as full time Officers in other 
Police Departments. This reflects the quality of experience 
gained while serving the Town of Wells and the In-Service 
Training, administered by Sgt. Dennis Shackford. 

With the increase of Housing over the last few years 
bringing a population shift within the Town of Wells and the 
increasing of ‘REQUEST FOR SERVICE CALLS”’ from 
the formerly unpopulated areas a request is being made to in- 
crease the Police Department by four Patrol Officers. 

This would increase our Police/Population Ratio to 1.5 
from its present .9. The State average is 1.8. This will result in 
dividing the Town into Patrol Sections so that Patrol Officers 
can more adequately patrol their assigned area and eliminate 
long distances in travel to answer complaints, and much 
wasted travel mileage. This will accomplish a better policing 
of the Town, and a more efficient Public Service. 

A further request, if granted, will shift our Com- 
munications to the Centralized York County Dispatch Center 
located at the County Jail. This would aid both the citizen, 
requesting service, and the Officers on patrol after 4:30 P.M. 
and on weekends.

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REPORT FOR CIVIL DEFENSE 

I was appointed Civil Defense Director late in 1979 and 
have spent the remainder of 1979 coordinating Civil Defense 
matters with the newly appointed County Civil Defense 
Director, Mr. Richard Haskell. He informed me that the 
Wells program was sadly lacking and far behind most other 
communities in the County. 

Mr. Haskell is instituting a new and aggressive program for 
County Civil Defense. He has coordinated his plan through 
the State of Maine Civil Preparedness Office and plans to go 
from community-to-community evaluating and activating 
this plan. He has scheduled meetings and workshops com- 
mencing in January of 1980 and running through June of 
1980. I plan to attend as many meetings as possible as well as 
the training sessions. 

In the master plan for civil defense, the fire departments 
will play a pivotal role and will become quite involved in this 
program. I will be contacting the fire chiefs for their support 
in the future. In addition to the fire departments, any per- 
son/persons who would like to participate in supporting this 
local program should feel free to contact me at 646-7162.

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TO THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
AND SCHOOL COMMITTEE 

Since July of 1978, there has been a drive to physically 
upgrade the Junior High School and to make it a more 
pleasant place in which to learn and work. This past year the 
stairwells and interior of six classrooms were painted, car- 
peting was installed in nearly all corridors, and the facade of 
the building itself was patched, repaired, and painted. The 
boiler in the building has been completely rebuilt, as has been 
the parapets on the top of the building. The old girls’ shower 
and restroom was renovated to use it as an additional 
classroom. Finally the drainage and sewerage problem has 
been resolved by hooking up to the town’s sewerage system. 

Student lunches have continued to average between 800- 
1000 per day (junior high and elementary) but remains 
somewhat of a problem due to the large number of students in 
such a confined area. 

We are continuing with our philosophy adopted last year 
toward discipline, curriculum and structure of the school day. 
This philosophy which is essentially traditional and ‘‘back to 
basics’’ is presently emphasizing an improvement in reading 
and math skills as well as an improvement in the use of 
language arts. 

We have instituted an extensive testing program which is 
helping us to better pinpoint our strengths and weaknesses so 
that we may deal with them more ef fectively in the future. 

A parent advisory committee has been formed so that we 
may better be able to identify and rectify concerns and 
problems pointed out to us by members of our community. 
We have also instituted a parent visitation committee so that 
they may be able to see for themselves ‘“‘what’s going on in the 
Junior High.”’ 

Our future plans are to continue the renovations and 
upgrading of the physical plant, to double our efforts toward 
the improvement of reading and math, and to establish an 
ongoing language arts program, grades 6-8. bs 

I wish to thank the school committee, teachers, and citizens 
of the Towns of Wells and Ogunquit for their continued sup-

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TO THE WELLS SCHOOL COMMITTEE AND THE 
CITIZEN S OF THE TOWN OF WELLS: 


I herewith submit my second annual report as Superinten- 
dent of the Wells School Department. 

The Wells student enrollment has continued its steady in- 
crease. Eighty-two (82) additional students were added to the 
count from October 1, 1978 to October 1, 1979. The total 
student population, including forty-eight (48) from Acton, 
now stands at 1,534. 

The high school (up by 57 students) and the junior high 
school (up by 35 students) have shown the greatest increase in 
students this year. It is expected that the high school will 


reach 500 by September 1980. At this time, it does not appear 


that the present upsurge in population is going to stop. 
An application for new construction was submitted to the 
state in April of 1979. After inspecting our school, officials 


from the state told us that Wells’ situation was not serious - 


enough to warrant building at this time. 

Building new space requires a minimum of two years. With 
all available space now in use and class sizes just under 30 per 
room, some consideration must be given to finding additional 
space to house students. 

The increase in student population also has an effect on the 
transportation of students to and from school. This year we 
are contracting for twelve school buses plus using the school’s 
mini-bus. Each bus makes a high school and an elementary 
run daily. All buses are at capacity now. Next year we have 
asked Ledgemere Transportation to be ready to provide two 
additional buses. Each additional bus cost the system ap- 
proximately $20,000.00 per year. 

With the addition of eighty-two (82) students during 1979- 
1980 and estimating a similar increase for 1980-1981, there 
will be a need to add more teaching staff to provide services to 
these children. The effect that new students have on the 
budget can easily be seen. 

Curriculum: 

The primary purpose of any school system is to assist 
children in their efforts to learn. The schools are. in com- 


petition with parents, friends, and television when it comes to’ 


providing learning experiences. Ways need to be found to 
make the schools education experience the one which is most 
effective. 
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During 1979-1980, funds provided through a federal grant 
have been used to begin a complete study of the Wells school 
curriculum. The first step in this process has been to deter- 
mine what is presently being taught in each classroom. Once 
this information is obtained, it will be compared with what 
teachers and others feel ought to be taught. In addition, it will 
be determined at what level a student can be expected to have 
mastered a skill. Finally, the schools’ testing program will be 
studied to make sure that it tests what we teach. 

Along the same line, funds are being requested to look at 
different ways to teach students. We feel that once we deter- 
mine what students should learn, it is our job to find the best 
way to assist that student through the learning process. 

For the past two years we have been directing our 
curriculum and our teaching methods back towards emphasis 
on the basics using traditional methods of instruction. 

New Personnel: 

The Wells schools and the people of Wells were saddened 
by the sudden and untimely death of John Hanagan, Wells 
High School Guidance Counselor. Mr. Hanagan had served 
in that position for 14 years and had earned the respect and 
admiration of his students and co-workers. 

Mrs. Susan York-Wilbur was hired to serve as Guidance 
Director at Wells High School 

The federally funded C.O.P.E. program provided to the 
Wells school system Mrs. Martha Dignan who serves as a 
careers counselor at Wells High School. 

Mr. Mathew Flaherty stepped down as high school prin- 
cipal which began a search for a replacement. From seventy 
applications, three finalists were interviewed by the School 
Committee who selected Mr. Carl Stasio to serve as Wells 
High School principal. ‘ 

Dr. Calvin Anderson resigned as part time Director of 
Special Education. Mr. Michael Sturm was hired to serve in a 
dual role as Director of Special Education and crisis interven- 
tion person. “ee He 
| Other personnel employed for 1979-1980 were Mr. Richard 

Morry, Spanish; Mr. Martin Ryan, Business Education; Mr. 
Harlan Higgins, Co op Education; all at Wells High School. 

At Wells Junior High School new personnel include Mr. 
Richard Coyne, Physical Education and Mr. Bruce Fearon, 
Science. 
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At Wells Elementary School Mrs. Barbara Elkhorn, Grade 
4; Mrs. Madalyn Letch, Kindergarten; and Mrs. Barbara 
Page, Grade 4 were new personnel. 

Ogunquit Village School have as new personnel Miss 
Denise Chamoff, Grade 5; and Mr. James Sage, Grade 4. 

Changes in the Special Education Department included 
Mrs. JoAnne Dee, Learning Disabilities, Junior High School; 
Miss Linda Gaidemas, Junior High School Classroom 
Behavior; Miss Claudia Richards, Learning Disabilities and 
Behavior at the Junior High School and Ogunquit Village 
School. 

Energy Conservation: 

During 1979 major projects have been completed in order 
to make the school buildings more energy efficient. Heating 
controls, new burners, closing windows, adding insulation, 
and changing lights were some of these projects. Many of 
these projects were funded through state monies with Wells 
paying only 10%. 

During the present school year (1979-1980) energy saving 
policies have been put into effect. Lowered thermostats and 
less lighting have already produced noticeable reductions in 
useage. However, even with the reduced consumption of 
energy, because of the increases in price, our costs are still far 
above last year. 

We hope that parents, teachers, and students will support 
us in our efforts to conserve energy and keep costs down. 

Separation and the C.S.D.: 

As most residents of Wells, and Ogunquit know, there will 
be two towns where once there was only one. On July 1, 1980, 
Ogunquit becomes a town. At the same time the school 
system becomes a Community School District. | 

Because of the willingness of the two towns to join together 
in forming a C.S.D., education for children in the two towns 
will continue to be provided as it has in the past. 

The major changes will be in the administrative operation 
of the schools. The C.S.D. will be governed by a committee 
of six people; three from each town, called a Board of Direc- 
tors. These six people will oversee the entire operation of the 
district. 

The budget will be presented to the taxpayers for approval 
at an annual district budget meeting. This meeting will be 
held at a different time than the town meetings but usually 
before the end of June each year. 
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All finances of the C.S.D. will be handled by the Board of 
Directors through the office of the Superintendent of 
Schools. 

I would like to thank the people of the town of Wells for 
their continued support of our efforts to provide the children 
of Wells the high quality education they deserve.

PRINCIPAL 


It is my pleasure to submit this my first annual report to the 
Superintendent and the School Committee of the Town of 
Wells. 

My duties began on July 1, 1979, five or six previous day 
long visits gave me a great deal of insight as to the general 
operation of the high school. All members of the staff were 
genuinely helpful and went out of their way to smooth out my 
first days at Wells High School. 

The month of July, while assessing the programs and per- 
sonnel, found Don Goodwin and I screening applications and 
interviewing candidates to fill the position of Director of 
Guidance which came about due to the untimely death of 
John Hanagan. Our choice for the position, Susan York- 
Wilbur, was selected from a group of outstanding candidates 
and we feel we have an excellent choice for the high school 
students. Susan began work early in August and contributed 
significantly to a smooth school opening. gue 

The boys’ varsity football team posted their first winning 
record in 4 years with an impressive 5-4 season. The girls” var- 
sity field hockey team won the SYSSA championship and 
provided us all with one exciting game after another. 

Currently we are preparing the course of study for next 
year which will shape up with an emphasis on basic skills 
especially in the area of reading, writing, mathematics and 
citizenship education. Students, parents, teachers, guidance 
and administrative staff will all participate in the course selec- 
tion process. This we feel will insure each student with a 
curriculum that is challenging and meaningful. 
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Our enrollments continue to climb at a rate which greatly 
concerns us. Next year we will have in excess of 500 students 
attending the high school. These increased enrollments will 
necessitate addtional help in English, mathematics, social 
studies and science. Currently the high school is operating 
with the same number of teachers as it did when the 
enrollment was 400 students. 

More emphasis has been placed on student accountability 
so that students might conform more consistently to the rules 
and regulations of the school. By and large I have found the 
student body to be very cooperative in complying with our 
wishes. 

I would like to thank the teaching, clerical and custodial 
staff of the high school for all of their assistance in making 
Wells High School such a positive and exciting place. A 
special thanks is due the Superintendent, Henry Ashmore and 
the School Committee for their direction and support.

SPECIAL EDUCATION 

During the 1979 school year the Well’s Special Education 
Department increased its services from 100 students to over 
200 students. This was a 100% increase of services. Most of 
the service increase was in the area of children with behavior 
problems. 

The four major handicapping conditions worked with were 
learning disabilities, behavior, speech and language and 
maturational development (retardation). Students from kin- 
dergarten through high school received help in four 
catagories. 

To meet the demand for services, four new Special 
Education staff members were added. The positions and 
number of days per week working in the district are as 
follows: 
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Two Resource Room Teachers (5 days each), 

One School Psychologist (%2 day) and 

One Special Education/Crisis Intervention Director (5 
days) 

The District placed four students with severe problems in 
various residential treatment facilities within the State of 
Maine (3) and Pennsylvania (1). The more moderate to severe 
students who could function at home attended regional 
programs within the auspices of the York County COM- 
PACT. COMPACT provided daily alternative learning 
programs geared to the individual educational and emotional 
needs of students with behavioral and maturational han- 
-dicaps. The mild to moderate students were served by the 
mainstream concept in the District’s schools. The handicap- 
ped students’ special needs were met on a daily basis by the 
Resource Room Teacher and their mainstream classroom 
teachers. 

All of the above students’ placements were coordinated ac- 
cording to the Maine State Laws for Special Education. Each 
child’s parent had the option to participate in the develop- 
ment of their child’s school program through the Pupil 
Evaluation Team process. Every child who was finally 
recommended for Special Education help had an Individual 
Educational Plan written by the Pupil Evaluation Team. This 
plan clearly stated the child’s strengths and weaknesses in 
learning, the goals and methods for remediation and the per- 
sons designated 'to instruct or help the child. The parents’ and 
regular classroom teachers’ participation in the writing and 
follow-up on the student’s Individual Educational Plan was 
of major importance to the remediation success. 

From review of the records, over 90% of the Special 
Education children placed had their parent or parents active 
participation in the above procedures. The cooperation bet- 
ween the mainstream classroom teacher, parents and Special 
Education Staff helped insure the successful growth of the 


Special Education Programs within the district. |

York County Health Services, Inc. is a private, voluntary, 
non-profit, certified, and accredited community health agen- 
cy. Offices are located in Saco, Limerick, Wells, and San- 
ford. From these offices, nurses, physical and occupational 
therapists, speech pathologists, medical social workers, and 
homemaker/home health aides are dispatched to residents 1n 
nearby towns throughout York County. 

During 1979, York County Health Services, Inc. provided 
care to 667 residents of Wells and Ogunquit. The services of 
all four YCHS programs were made possible by municipal 
support to the Home Care and Maternal-Child Health/Well 
Child Clinic programs, by county support to the Adult Health 
Clinic program, and state support for the Early, Periodic 
Screening, Diagnosis and Treatment (EPSDT) program.

In addition, 7 Wells-Ogunquit residents have also benefited 
from Home Management of Diabetes classes and 3 have 
remained out of institutions with 732 hours of continuous in- 
home care. Physical and occupational therapists from YCHS 
regularly evaluate, plan, and implement rehabilitation ser- 
vices to developmentally disabled students by contract with 
the Wells Schools. 

Two major changes occured over the summer of 1979. 
Cooperating with Wells municipal and school officials, — 
YCHS participated in the progressive moves of Joan Parker, 
R.N. to the Wells school department staff and the YCHS of- 
fice site to the Jones’ house on Route 109. From this office, 
the staff continue under the able leadership of Margaret 
Grant, R.N. to coordinate activities with the Wells-Ogunquit 
Health Association and other groups to meet food, clothing 
summer camp, and health care equipment needs of Wells 
citizens. 

Much of this service has been made possible by the able 
assistance of local citizen volunteers. For example, Helen 
Colby, Wells, and Stillman Bradish, Ogunquit, participate on 
YCHS Board of Directors, and Nancy Abd-el-Guelil serves 
on the Community Advisory Committee. With such com- 
munity support, YCHS can continually develop community 
and home health programs which are responsive to Wells 
citizens’ needs.

VOTER REGISTRATION 


This year (1980) there will be a Primary Election in June. A 
voter may not vote at a caucyis or primary election or file a 
petition as a candidate for nomination by primary election 
unless he/she is enrolled in the party. 

A voter may change his enrollment by filing an application 
with the Board of Registration. On receipt of the application, 
the registrar shall remove the party designation beside the 
name of the applicant on the voting list and shall make 
a notation on the voting list that the applicant is ineligible to 
vote at a caucus or primary election, for a period of 3 months. 
At the expiration of 3 months from the date of receipt of the 
application by the registrar, the registrar shall enroll the ap- 
plicant in the party requested. 

The final date to change enrollment is March 7th.

During the year of 1979 after almost three years of con- 
struction, eight years of planning, a Wastewater Collection 


and Treatment System is now a reality for the citizens of - 


Town of Wells. 

Connection notices have been mailed to all abutters of the 
sewer lines, the Wastewater Treatment Plant is in full 
operation as are the seven Pump Stations. 

At this time there are presently 535 residential homes and 
50 commercial businesses connected to the wastewater collec- 
tion system, which is most gratifying. 

The Sewer Users Fee has been approved by the necessary 

Federal and State Agencies, and we have had two billing 
periods and anticipate that all the users will be billed by April 
1, 1980. 
Two of the six contracts for the construction of the 
Wastewater System, are completed, and the remaining con- 
tracts will be completed in 1980, and the Drakes Island marsh 
crossing will be restored in the spring, with the planting of 
marsh hay, a small amount of clean-up will also be completed 
in the spring of 1980. 

We would like to thank the people of the town for their 
patience during the period of construction. 

We would be remiss if we did not mention the passing away 
of Trustee William Abbott. He is sadly missed. 

As we look to the future, with the construction period 
largely behind us, we will do our utmost to maintain a smooth 
and efficient operation at reasonable rates.

This Quasi-Municipal Corporation, chartered by the State 
Legislature in 1921, supplies the Towns of Kennebunk, Ken- 
nebunkport, Wells-Ogunquit Village, Biddeford Pool and 
small portions of York and Arundel. The affairs of the 
District are managed by a three member Board of Trustees, 
one each chosen by Town election from Kennebunk, Ken- 
nebunkport and Wells with three year staggered terms for 
each member. 

To help meet the dire need for an additional source of sup- 
ply, distribution and storage, the District awarded contracts 
for the following projects: 

1. Additional Source Pipe Line consisting of 27,000 feet of 
20” pipe extending from the Biddeford-Saco Water Com- 
pany’s system at the Biddeford Industrial Park southerly 
through Arundel along Route | to Ross Road, Kennebunk. 

Status:--99% complete. 

Financing:--FmHA, 5%, 40 year Bond. 

Estimated Completion Date: February 15, 1980. 

2..Booster Station on Route | near the Arundel-Biddeford 
Town Line with initial capacity of one million gallons per 
day. 

Status:--80% complete. 

Financing:--FmHA, 5%, 40 year Bond. 

Estimated Completion Date: February 15, 1980. 

3. Second feed across Kennebunk River to Kennebunkport- 
Biddeford Pool area, consisting of 9000 feet of 12’’ pipe and 
5100 feet of 16’? pipe extending from Route 35, Kennebunk 
along Durrell’s Bridge Road; River Road, Arundel; Old River 
Road and North Street to Temple Street, Kennebunkport. 

Status:--80% complete. 

Financing:--FmHA, 5%, 40 year Bond. 

Estimated Completion Date: May 15, 1980. 

Estimated Total Cost of Projects 1, 2, & 3: $2,158,000. 

4. Distribution pipe and foundation for additional storage 
in Wells consisting of 4,800 feet of 16’’ pipe extending from 
Route I westerly along Route 109 and Depot Street to the In- 
dustrial Park Area west of the B&M R.R. tracks, and a foun- 
dation and valve pit for a one million gallon standpipe. 

Status:--90% complete. 
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Financing:--The Town of Wells, Spencer Press and the 
District are sharing the costs of this project. 
The District’s share will be financed by Con- 
ventional Bonds. 

Estimated Completion Date: June 15, 1980. 

5. Additional Storage in Wells consisting of a one million 
gallon welded steel standpipe to be located on a foundation 
provided in Contract #4. 

Status:--0% completed. 

Financing:--Same as Contract #4. 

Estimated Completion Date: June 15, 1980. 

Estimated Total Cost of Projects 4 & 5: $670,000. 

In addition to the above contracts, the District was forced 
to award Contract #6 to construct an automatic backwash 
filter to conform to public law and a mandate from EPA and 
DEP to completely eliminate alum sludge disposal in Branch 
Brook. 

Status:--15% complete. 

Financing:--Conventional Bonds. 

Estimated Completion Date: June 1, 1980. 

Estimated Total Cost of Project #6: $588,00. 

As you are aware, the District submitted an application to 
the P.U.C. for a revenue increase of 34.2% in September of 
1978, based on a test year of 1977, to take effect January 1, 
1979. A rate increase was finally approved to take effect Sep- 
tember 5, 1979. Lags of nine months in the rate application 
process add to the ravages of inflation. 

Additional revenues were not allowed for the long term 
financing and expenses of any portion of the above-named six 
_ projects. Consequently, the District will by applying for 
another rate increase to support these very important ad- 
ditions to its source of supply, distribution system and storage 
capacity. 

The completion of these projects will provide an important 
base upon which to build to meet the increasing water needs 
of the area during the next two decades. 

We wish to acknowledge the excellent cooperation of State 
and municipal officials, plumbers, contractors, suppliers and 
citizens, and the efforts of the District’s personnel in main- 
taining service to the customers during 1979.

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REPORT OF FIRE INSPECTOR 

Over the last 200 years, with the change in emphasis from 
the use of wood to petroleum based fuels for cooking, heating 
and power, the home fireplace and woodstove has undergone 
a change. Today with rising fuel costs many homes are once 
again using woodstoves and fireplaces as the main source of 
heat. 

Wood heat is an increasingly popular way to heat a home, 
but it is also the most hazardous; Many things can happen 
through improper woodheat use such as: 

a. The use of green wood produces creosote which causes 
chimney fires. 

b. Unlined or defective chimneys can cause building fires 

c. Hot ashes in cardboard boxes can ignite buildings. 

d. Improper clearances can ignite buildings. 

These are but a few of the hazards when heating with 
wood. Please realize that wood heat is hazardous and even if 
you comply with suggestions and regulations of the Fire 
Department that A FIRE OR OTHER MISHAP CAN OC- 
CUR. There are no known wood heat devices that are 100% 
safe. | 

During the year 1979 I have inspected 34 woodstove in- 
stallations in homes in our town. Many more need to be in- 
spected for the protection of the families in the homes in 
which the stoves are installed. Many families are now 
checking to see if a wood stove installation is safe before they 
use the stove. If you avail yourself of wood heat, install 
smoke detectors and provide yourself with a fire extinguisher. 
Remember that woqd heat has a poor fire record... Take time 
to instruct members of your family in the proper operation of 
the stove. Conduct fire drills for the family...Do not skimp 
on proper materials for safety. Consult the FIRE INSPEC- 
TOR OR THE FIRE DEPT. for an inspection before, during 
and after your stove is being installed. 

Remember that wood heat will require lots of attention and 
a great deal of your time. Know the facts; Go by the rules and 


your stove will serve you safely for many years.

Note 1 - Organization and Activities 


The Wells Sanitary District is a quasi-municipal corporation organized under 
the Statutes of the State of Maine for the purpose of constructing and oper- 
ating a system of waste disposal and sewage treatment for the Town of Wells, 
excepting the Village of Ogunquit. A certificate of organization was issued 
to the District in December, 1970-by the Maine Environmental Improvement Com- 
mission. It is managed by a full time director and five trustees elected for 
staggered three year terms by voters of the District. Construction of the 
system began during March, 1977 and became fully operational during December, 
1979. Final construction work will be completed early in 1980. The following 
is an estimate of the total project cost, including construction and organization, 
. and participation by governmental agencies:

The exact amount of the EPA, DEP and FmHA funding will depend upon their final 
approval of construction contract costs. 


During December, 1977 the District issued bonds in the amount of $2,910,000 
through the Maine Bond Bank to finance the local share of the required funds 
as estimated at that time. During January, 1980 the District requested that 
the Farmers Home Administration consider additional funding through either an 
increase in the contributions in aid of construction or low interest loans.

Note 2 - Accounting Policies 
The following is a summary of the significant account policies of the District: 


Assets and liabilities and costs are recognized on the accrual 
basis of accounting. 


Property and equipment are carried at cost. 


Amounts paid to the consulting engineering firm and all administrative 
expenses and interest expense on loans during the period of development 
and construction (less income earned on unexpended funds) have been 
capitalized as part of the cost of the physical plant facilities. 


Depreciation is computed by the straight line method on all classes 

of property and equipment over their estimated useful lives. Depreciation 
on assets acquired from contributed funds is charged against those 
contributions while the amount related to assets acquired with District 
funds is charged to operations. 


Deferred start up costs consist of operating expenses, including 
depreciation and interest, less revenues, incurred by the District 
during the period from July 1, 1979 to December 31, 1979 since the 
system was not fully operational during that time. These costs will 
be amortized on a straight-line basis over a ten year period beginning 
in 1980.

Note 3 - Bonds and Notes Payable 


On December 1, 1977 the District issued bonds payable in the amount of 
$2,910,000 through the/Maine Bond Bank. Interest is payable semi-annually 
on May 1 and November 1. The interest rate fluctuates over the term of the 
issue from a low of 5.1% to a high of 6.25%, with an average rate of 6.1%. 
Principal payments commence on November 1, 1980 and are required to be made 
annually thereafter until November 1, 2001. Principal payments increase 
over this period from $50,000 to $265,000. The schedule of principal repay- 
ments is as follows:

Bank of Boston for $2,900,000 due on April 13, 1980 with interest at 6.34%. 


At December 31, 1978 there was an unsecured note payable to the First National 
Bank of Boston for $2,500,000 due on April 6, 1979 with interest at 4.6%. 


Note 4 - Commitments and Contingencies 


At December 31, 1979 there were unfilled contracts for construction of the 
system and contingencies of $650,000. 


Note 5 - Retirement Plan 


The District has a non-contributory pension plan coverning all full-time employees || 
who meet specified’ age and service requirements. The plan is funded by insurance | 


contracts. Total cost of the plan to the District for 1979 was $2,033. and for 
1978 was $1,771.

Other General Accounting Policies 


All Town employees, including nonprofessionals in the Depart- 
ment of Education, are covered by the Maine State Retirement 
System. Pension costs to the Town are actuarially determin- 
ed by the State. Prior service costs are being amortized 
over fifteen years. The remaining amount of such prior ser- 
vice costs owed by the Town amounted to $86,636 at June 30, 
1979, the date of the most recent valuation. The actuarial- 
ly computed value of vested benefits has not been determin- 
ed. The Town's policy is to fund pension cost accrued.
